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TOWN  FINANCE  TERMINOLOGY 

The  following  terms  are  frequently  used  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  and  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting: 

1.  Surplus  Revenue: 

This  fund  represents  the  amount  by  which  the  Cash,  Accounts  Receivable  and  other  floating  Assets  exceed  the  Liabilities 
and  Reserve.  This  is  a  bookkeeping  item.  This  term  is  synonymous  with  the  term  Net  Worth,  used  in  the  business  world. 

2.  Available  Funds:  "Free  Cash" 

A  fund  certified  annually  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Accounts  by  deducting  from  Surplus  Revenue  and  uncollected  taxes 
and  liens  for  prior  years.  This  fund  may  be  used  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting. 

3.  Overlay: 

The  Overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess  of  appropriations  and  other  charges  for  the  purpose  of  creating 
a  fund  to  cover  abatements  granted  and  avoiding  fractions. 

4.  Overlay  Reserve: 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  the  Overlays  for  various  years  not  used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay 
Account  for  a  given  year  and  may  be  used  by  vote  of  the  Town  for  extraordinary  or  unforeseen  purposes  or  voted  into 
the  Reserve  Fund. 

5.  Stabilization  Fund: 

Fund  established  by  the  voters  to  provide  a  fund  to  be  used  for  anticipated  capital  expenditures,  such  as  Schools.  Under 
certain  conditions,  the  Commonwealth  will  match  appropriations  voted  from  this  fund. 

6.  Reserve  Fund: 

Fund  established  by  the  Town,  under  the  control  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  cover  any  unforeseen  purposes. 

7.  Cherry  Sheet: 

A  financial  statement  from  the  State  printed  on  cherry  colored  paper,  which  itemizes  State  Disbursements  due  the  Town, 
the  State  and  the  County  charges  to  the  Town,  usually  resulting  in  a  net  receipt  of  funds  usable  by  the  Town  for  items 
specified.  It  is  usually  due  from  the  State  in  March  and  is  necessary  before  the  Assessors  can  set  the  Tax  Rate. 

8.  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds: 

Funds  from  the  Federal  Government  for  use  by  Cities  and  Towns.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FISCAL  YEAR  1988 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  report  will  provide  a  cap- 
sule summary  of  the  important  town  government  activites 
and  events  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  department  and 
committee  functions  are  contained  in  the  reports  which 
follow. 

GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION  AND  TOWN'S 
FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

the  financial  condition  of  any  municipal  government  is 
measured  by  such  factors  as  level  of  free  cash,  (now  call- 
ed undesignated  fund  balance),  long  term  indebtedness, 
level  of  spending  in  relation  to  per  capita  income  and  pro- 
perty value,  and  excess  taxing  capacity. 

Once  again  expenditures  have  remained  within  the  limits 
of  Proposition  2-2  ,  although  it  has  only  been  accomplish- 
ed through  the  use  of  new  revenues  from  the  growth  of  the 
tax  base,  and  the  implementation  of  the  hotel  excise  tax. 
Indebtedness  is  still  at  its  lowest  level  in  over  a  decade, 
but  this  does  not  change  the  Town's  ability  to  raise  more 
revenue.  It  will  help  the  Town  obtain  a  lower  interest  rate 
if  borrowing  becomes  necessary  for  large  projects  such  as 
school  renovations. 

The  tax  rate  of  $8.60  for  FY  89  refiects  January  1,  1988 
property  valuations  and  bills  were  mailed  in  October  on 
a  timely  basis  for  the  fourth  year  in  a  row.  This  is  no  small 
accomplishment  and  is  due  to  the  dedication  and  hard  work 
of  the  Tax  Collector's  and  Assessor's  Offices. 

Timely  mailing  of  the  tax  bills  once  again  resulted  in  no 
borrowing  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  which  is  routinely  done 
in  many  other  communties  and  in  state  government.  The 
investment  of  idle  cash  earned  $137,000  which  was  used 
to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 

Fiscal  year  1988  was  the  first  full  year  of  operation  with 
the  new  centralized  computer  system.  Several  departments 
are  linked  into  the  mainframe  computer  through  the  Town's 
cable  television  "B"  line  (at  no  cost  to  the  Town),  and 
every  office  in  Memorial  Hall  is  directly  connected  to  the 
new  Data  General  system.  We  have  successfully  converted 
the  accounting  system  to  the  State  recommended  UMAS 
system,  (Uniform  Municipal  Accounting  System)  which 
provides  a  highly  integrated  automated  accounting  system 
between  all  financial  offices. 

The  Treasurer  now  processes  all  payroll  functions  within 
her  office,  which  saves  about  $10,000  a  year  in  service 
bureau  costs.  We  are  also  able  to  retrieve  information  and 


respond  to  employee  inquires  immediately. 

Departments  are  better  equipped  to  manage  their  budgets 
with  direct  access  to  their  account  balances. 

INFRASTRUCTURE  IMPROVEMENTS 

Forest  Street  Water  Line  Extension 

A  new  eight  inch  water  line  was  extended  almost  a  mile 
along  Forest  Street  to  provide  municipal  water  to  residents 
who  have  wells  contaminated  with  salt.  Developers  extend- 
ed the  line  another  1800  feet  to  Upton  Hills  Lane  to  serve 
a  new  subdivision.  The  funding  for  this  project  came  from 
state  grant  reimbursements  and  a  small  bond  to  be  repaid 
by  water  receipts.  The  low  bidder  was  Somerset  Construc- 
tion Inc.  who  signed  a  contract  to  install  the  line  at  a  cost 
of  $332,755,  which  includes  a  new  hot  top  surface  on  the 
roadway. 

The  Selectmen  adopted  a  water  connection  fee  schedule  to 
raise  revenue  for  additional  extensions.  A  Water  Advisory 
Committee  was  reactivated  to  assess  future  needs.  Unfor- 
tunately the  water  receipts  from  users  are  not  accumulating 
enough  of  a  surplus  over  yearly  expenses  to  pay  for  other 
needed  extensions. 

Middleton  Square  Improvements 

Plans  are  complete  for  this  long  awaited  highway  project. 
However,  we  are  still  negotiating  with  the  state  and  federal 
funding  agencies  to  pay  for  the  installation  of  underground 
utilities  and  new  colonial  street  lighting. 

At  this  writing  the  project  will  not  be  bid  until  sometime 
in  the  summer  of  1989  due  to  state  fiscal  problems.  We 
have  been  reassured  that  this  project  will  be  built  since  90% 
of  the  $2,000,000  plus  cost  will  come  from  federal  gas  tax 
highway  fund. 

River  Street/Log  Bridge  Signalization  and  Route  114 
Widening 

No  progress  was  made  in  our  efforts  to  obtain  state  fun- 
ding for  the  five  lane  reconstruction  of  Route  1 14  and  the 
installation  of  traffic  lights  at  this  dangerous  intersection. 
The  developer  of  the  Middleton  Drive  -  In  may  choose  to 
undertake  this  project  on  a  more  limited  scale  which  is  re- 
quired before  the  retail  plaza  can  be  built.  The  Town  will 
continue  to  aggressively  pursue  funding  from  the  State  to 
alleviate  the  growing  traffic  bottleneck. 
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Mill  Street  Bridge 


PLANNING  AND  ZONING 


State  grant  funds  were  obtained  to  rebuild  the  Mill  Street 
bridge  below  the  dam.  A  new  concrete  deck  and  guardrail 
were  installed  and  the  approaches  were  widened  and 
repaved. 

Howe-Manning  School 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  approved  the  second  phase  of 
funding  for  the  replacement  of  all  windows,  which  is 
scheduled  for  completion  before  the  spring  of  1989.  A  thrid 
phase  is  dependant  upon  the  availability  of  funding  and  may 
be  delayed  until  failing  roof  conditions  warrant  the  expense. 

Soccer  Field  Construction 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  Riverview  Landscaping  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  soccer  field  behind  Memorial  Hall. 
The  field  was  completed  in  late  summer  and  will  be  playable 
by  the  fall  of  1989.  No  blasting  was  necessary  and  the 
perimeter  of  the  lot  next  to  the  field  was  regraded  to  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  new  park. 

A  new  parking  lot  behind  Memorial  Hall  was  finished  to 
provide  field  parking  away  from  the  Mount  Vernon  Street 
neighborhood. 

Library  Park  (Benjamin  Richardson  Park) 

The  culvert  over  the  stream  was  installed  and  the  area  seed- 
ed and  redefined  with  stone  curbing.  In  the  next  few  years 
we  hope  to  make  gradual  improvements  such  as  plantings 
and  decorative  lighting  to  establish  a  greenbelt  link  between 
the  Historical  Museum  and  the  Library. 

Sewer  Program 

The  Selectmen  choose  not  to  place  the  fiinding  of  the  sewer 
connection  before  the  Town  Meeting  in  May  due  to  the 
enormous  unknown  cost  implications.  Since  the  South 
Essex  Sewerage  District  is  undoubtedly  going  to  be  forced 
to  build  a  new  secondary  treatment  plant  at  an  estimated 
130  million  dollar  plus  cost,  Middleton's  estimated  costs 
for  users  tying  into  town  sewers  spiralled  to  more  than 
$1000  per  household  annually. 

The  Town  did  raise  $25,000  to  use  as  a  seed  to  state  grant 
funds  to  study  the  possibility  of  a  local  treatment  plant.  With 
the  increasingly  difficult  environmental  hurdles  to  building 
and  operating  a  package  sewage  treatment  plant,  a  solu- 
tion to  our  falling  subsurvace  septic  systems  is  not  readily 
available.  Homeowners  will  be  required  to  take  more 
responsibility  to  keep  their  septic  systems  operable. 


The  Annual  Town  Meeting  enacted  a  sign  control  bylaw 
delegating  the  permitting  of  all  new  signs  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  Planning  Board  formulated  the  bylaw  to 
strengthen  the  Town's  control  of  signs  to  improve  highway 
safety  and  promote  architectural  harmony  between  business 
and  industrial  properties. 

Town  Planner  David  Kellogg  resigned  to  take  a  similar 
position  in  Yarmouth.  The  job  was  not  funded  for  Fiscal 
89,  but  was  reclassified  to  hire  an  administrative  secretary 
to  serve  the  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Appeals. 

The  Town  Meeting  also  approved  the  conversion  of  the 
Health  Agent's  job  into  a  fiill  time  position.  This  was 
justified  with  the  increasing  workload  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  need  to  provide  assistance  to  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission to  administer  the  Wetlands  Act. 

The  Private  Way  Bylaw  was  amended  to  require  property 
owners  petitioning  Town  Meeting  for  improvements  to  pay 
for  50%  of  the  costs. 

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  BUSINESS 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  more  than  55  meetings  to  ap- 
prove the  bills  payable,  resolve  citizen  complaints,  con- 
duct license  and  permit  hearings,  and  review  and  formulate 
the  municipal  budget.  Many  other  meetings  with  the  School 
Committee,  Finance  Committee,  Board  of  Health,  and  other 
boards  were  held  to  work  together  to  solve  common 
problems. 

Some  of  the  more  time  consuming  and  noteworthy  activities 
during  the  year  included: 

•  A  major  effort  to  reopen  the  site  selection  process  for 
the  new  Esssex  County  Jail.  In  May  of  1988  the  State 
announced  the  facility  would  contain  750  permanent  beds 
and  later  expressed  its  intentions  of  placing  300  modular 
beds  on  the  site  by  the  summer  of  1989.  Fearing  that  the 
temporary  siting  would  significantly  decrease  the  oppor- 
tunities to  force  the  reopening  of  the  site  selection  pro- 
cess, the  Town  filed  a  motion  in  Superior  Court  to  stay 
any  construction,  permanent  or  temporary. 

•  Ten  special  meetings  to  review  the  Fiscal  Year  1989 
Budget  and  Capital  Improvement  Plan. 

•  Review  of  many  permit  applications  in  the  business  and 
industrial  zones  to  encourage  the  use  of  landscaping  along 
South  Main  Street.  Began  "Operation  Mainstreet"  and 
awarded  plaques  to  business  property  owners  who  main- 
tained outstanding  landscaping. 
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•  Petitioned  the  County  Commissioners  to  authorize  the 
widening  of  Locust  Street  by  the  Flatley  Company  from 
East  Street  to  the  Country  Club,  and  completed  the 
reconstruction  of  the  section  of  Locust  Street  which  fronts 
the  Housing  Authority's  planned  12  units  of  affordable 
housing. 

•  Named  more  than  7  new  streets  in  subdivisions  under 
construction. 

•  Installed  energy  saving  lighting  fixtures  in  the  Police  Sta- 
tion and  DPW  Building  through  a  State  Energy  Grant. 

•  Planned  for  the  relocation  of  the  Senior  Center  to  Old 
Town  Hall  in  conjunction  with  a  rehabilitation  of  the 
building  with  a  combination  of  local  and  state  funds.  The 
relocated  Senior  Center  will  be  able  to  accommodate  the 
growing  numbers  of  Middleton  seniors  who  participate 
in  the  numerous  activities  of  the  Council  On  Aging.  At 
the  same  time  a  valuable  landmark  of  the  Town  will  be 
put  to  good  use  and  maintained  as  an  active  municipal 
building. 

•  Established  with  the  School  Committee  a  Fuller  Meadow 
Transition  Study  Committee  to  evaluate  the  timing,  needs, 
and  costs  of  reopening  the  Fuller  Meadow  School. 


•  Worked  closely  with  the  Board  of  Health  to  keep  the 
Town  Landfill  open,  while  planning  for  expansion  of 
recreational  uses  within  closed  sections. 

As  I  begin  my  eighth  year  as  Town  Administrator,  I  would 
like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  department  heads,  employees,  com- 
mittee chairmen,  and  residents  of  Middleton  for  their  sup- 
port advice,  encouragement,  and  good  guidance. 

It  continues  to  be  a  pleasure  to  work  with  many  Middleton 
citizens  who  unselfishly  contribute  so  much  to  the  well  be- 
ing and  new  spirit  of  the  community.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  the  discretion  to 
cause  temporary  repairs  to  be  made  to  private  ways 
within  the  Town,  said  discretion  to  be  exercised  in 
conformity  to  the  following  standards: 

A.  "Public  Convenience  and  Necessity" 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  not  authorize  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works  to  make  such  repairs 
unless  the  Superintendent  has  first  made  a  determina- 
tion that  both  the  public  convenience  and  public 
necessity  require  the  same.  In  making  such  determina- 
tion, the  Superintendent  shall  consider  all  pertinent 
factors  including  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  the  cost  of  the  repairs  and  the  benefit  to 
the  general  public  resulting  therefrom. 

B.  "Abutters'  Petition" 

Repairs  shall  not  be  made  without  the  written  request 
of  no  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  land  owners,  as  cer- 
tified by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  whose  property  abuts 
the  private  way. 


C.  "Type  and  Extent  of  Repairs" 

Temporary  repairs  may  include  the  filling  and  grading 
of  holes  and  repairs  to  the  surface.  Materials  used, 
when  practical,  shall  be  the  same  as,  or  similar  to, 
those  used  for  the  existing  and  surrounding  surface, 
but  may  also  include  bituminous  concrete  or  other 
materials. 

D.  "Drainage" 

Installation  and  repair  of  existing  drainage  may  be 
made  if  practical  and  necessary.  The  Town  shall  not 
be  liable  for  any  drainage  condition  resulting  from  tem- 
porary repairs. 

E.  "Betterment  Assessment" 

There  shall  be  100%  betterment  assessment  of  the  cost 
of  temporary  repairs.  However,  as  an  alternative 
method  the  Selectmen  may  require  abutter  to  the  pro- 
vate  way  to  pay  fifty  (50%)  percent  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  temporary  repairs  instead  of  100%.  Said 
50%  payment  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Town 
Treasurer  prior  to  the  repairs  being  made;  any  excess 
of  such  funds  paid  by  the  abutters  shall  be  returned 
to  the  abutters  upon  completion  of  the  repairs.  The  cost 
of  the  temporary  repairs  shall  include  labor,  material, 
equipment  and  inspection. 

F.  "Funding  of  Temporary  Repairs" 

The  Town's  share  of  the  cost  of  temporary  repairs  to 
private  ways  in  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  ten 
(10%)  percent  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
budget  for  roadway  resurfacing  work  on  Town  roads 
for  that  fiscal  year.  Funds  in  excess  of  this  limit  may 
be  appropriated  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

G.  "Public  Use" 

No  private  way  shall  be  repaired  hereunder  unless  and 
until  it  has  been  open  to  the  use  of  the  public  and  plow- 
ed and  sanded  by  the  Town  for  no  less  than  six  (6) 
years. 

H.  "Liability" 

The  Town  of  Middleton  shall  not  be  liable  for  any 
damages  caused  by  said  temporary  repairs. 

I.  "Severability" 

In  the  event  any  provision  of  Section  8  shall  be  held 
invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of 
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of  any  other  section.

SECTION  9  Signs 

Section  9.1   Authority  and  Purpose 

A.  Authority 

This  Sign  Bylaw  is  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  General 
Bylaw  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  pursuant  to  Chapter 
93,  Section  29  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  as  amended. 

B.  Purpose 

It  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Sign  Bylaw  to  per- 
mit such  signs  that  will  not  by  their  aggregate  size, 
location,  construction,  manner  of  display,  or  number, 
confuse  or  obstruct  the  vision  necessary  for  traffic  safe- 
ty, or  otherwise  endanger  public  health,  safety,  or 


morals,  and  to  regulate  these  signs  in  such  a  way  as 
to  protect  property  values,  and  to  improve  the  physical 
appearance  of  the  districts  of  the  Town,  and  to  preserve 
and  enhance  the  aesthetics  of  the  community. 

Section  9.2  Deflnitions 

The  term  "sign"  shall  mean  and  include  any  fabricated 
or  outdoor  display  structure  consisting  of  any  letter, 
character,  design,  reading  matter,  or  illuminating 
device,  constructed,  fastened,  or  manufactured  so  that 
the  same  shall  be  used  for  the  attraction  of  the  public 
to  any  place,  firm,  public  performance,  or  merchan- 
dise and  displayed  out-of-doors  for  advertising 
purposes. 

As  used  in  this  Bylaw,  the  following  words  and  terms  shall 
have  the  following  meanings. 

A.  Advertising  Display  Area  -  the  copy  area  encompass- 
ed within  any  regular  geometrical  figure  which  would 
enclose  all  parts  of  the  sign.  It  shall  not  include  any 
structural  supports  for  the  sign  except  as  they  provide 
a  frame  for  it,  provided  no  copy  is  included  on  such 
supports. 

B.  Animated  Sign  -  any  sign  which  attracts  attention  by 
movement,  changing  colors,  flashing  or  revolving.  It 
shall  not  include  time-temperature  signs. 

C.  Directional  Signs  -  any  sign  located  on  the  premises 
to  provide  for  the  safe  flow  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian 
traffic  upon  said  premises. 

D.  Freestanding  Sign  -  any  mobile  or  portable  sign  not 
securely  attached  to  the  ground  or  building.  Such  signs 
are  intended  for  temporary  purposes  not  to  exceed 
thirty -eight  (38)  days. 

E.  Ground  Sign  -  any  permanent  sign  which  is  erected 
so  as  to  be  supported  by  supports  in  the  ground  and 
not  attached  to  any  building. 

F.  Off-Premise  Sign  -  any  sign  erected  to  advertise  or  give 
directions  to  an  establishment  or  merchandise  which 
is  not  sold,  produced,  manufactured  or  furnished  at 
the  property  at  which  the  sign  is  located. 

G.  Roof  Sign  -  any  sign  which  is  erected  so  as  to  project 
higher  than  the  cornice  of  the  building  on  which  it  is 
erected. 
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H.  Projecting  Sign  -  any  sign  attached  to  a  building  which 
projects  more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  from  a  building 
wall  and  is  intended  to  be  read  from  side. 

I.  Wall  Sign  -  any  sign  painted  or  permanently  attached 
to  and  parallel  with  the  wall  of  a  building  and  exten- 
ding not  more  than  twelve  (12)  inches  from  the  wall 
of  the  building. 

J.  Window  Sign  -  any  sign  installed  on  or  attached  to  a 
window  of  a  building  and  intended  to  be  viewed  from 
the  outside  of  the  building. 

Section  9.3  Prohibitions 

A.  No  Animated  Sign  shall  be  erected  in  any  district. 

B.  No  Roof  Sign  shall  be  erected  in  any  district. 

C.  No  Off-Premises  Sign  shall  be  erected  in  any  district 
except  as  follows:  signs  indicating  locations  of  places 
of  public  assembly  or  interest;  i.e.,  churches,  schools, 
museums,  libraries,  fraternal  or  civic  organizations 
may  be  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However, 
any  sign  so  allowed  shall  not  exceed  (6)  square  feet. 

D.  No  sign  shall  contain  red  or  green  lights. 

E.  No  sign  shall  be  erected  upon  motor  vehicles,  trailers 
or  other  movable  objects  regularly  or  recurrently 
located  for  fixed  display. 

F.  No  sign  shall  be  illuminated  between  the  hours  of 
11:00  P.M.  and  7:00  A.M.  unless  such  premise  is 
open  to  the  general  public  during  these  hours. 

G.  No  sign  shall  be  illuminated  so  as  to  cast  a  glare  onto 
any  portions  of  a  way  which  would  create  a  traffic 
hazard.  Nor  shall  any  sign  cause  illumination  of  adja- 
cent property. 

H.  No  sign  of  any  kind  shall  be  attached  to  a  utility  pole. 

I.  No  sign  shall  be  erected  within  the  right  of  way  of  any 
street  except  for  traffic  control  and  as  specified  in  Sec- 
tion 9.3-C  above. 

Section  9.4   General  Requirements 

A.  No  sign  in  any  district  shall  exceed  twenty-five  (25) 
feet  in  height  or  be  higher  than  the  main  roof  line  of 
the  buildings,  whichever  is  less. 

B.  No  sign  shall  project  over  or  extend  beyond  the  street 
line. 


C.  No  sign  shall  be  so  erected  so  as  to  obstruct  the  vision 
of  vehicular  traffic  entering  or  exiting  the  premises. 

Section  9.5   Residence  Districts 

One  sign  for  identification  of  professional  and  home 
occupation  of  the  occupant  is  permitted  in  all  Residence 
Districts  provided  the  Advertising  Display  Area  does 
not  exceed  two  (2)  square  feet. 

One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sales,  lease 
or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  sign  is 
located.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  ex- 
ceed six  (6)  square  feet. 

The  following  signs  are  permitted  in  all  Residence 
Districts  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9.9  of  this 
bylaw. 

A .  One  ( 1 )  Freestanding  Sign  for  the  identification  of  the 
construction,  remodeling  or  repair  of  a  structure  or 
housing  development.  The  Advertising  Display  Area 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  (12)  square  feet.  Such  sign  shall 
not  be  illuminated. 

B.  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  the  permanent  identification 
of  a  housing  development  or  village.  The  Advertising 
Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  thirty-two  (32)  square 
feet. 

C.  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  the  purpose  of  identification 
and  the  advertising  of  goods  and  services  available  on 
the  premises  of  an  establishment  permitted  by  Section 
4.1.2,  paragraphs  C-J,  4.2.  IB  and  4.2.2  of  the  Zon- 
ing Bylaw  and  religious,  non-profit  and  municipal 
buildings.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twelve  square  feet. 

Section  9.6  Business  District 

The  following  signs  are  permitted  in  the  Business 
Districts  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9.9  of  this 
Bylaw. 

A.  One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sale,  lease 
or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  sign  is 
erected.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  ex- 
ceed eighteen  (18)  square  feet. 

B.  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  identification  purposes  and 
the  advertising  of  goods  and  services  available.  The 
Advertising  Display  shall  not  exceed  thirty-six  (36) 
square  feet. 
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C.  One  (1)  Wall  Sign  for  identification  puqjoses.  the 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  one  (1) 
square  foot  for  every  two  (2)  lineal  feet  of  building 
wall  facing  the  street  from  which  its  frontage  is 
derived. 

D.  Window  Signs  which  shall  not  cover  more  twenty  (20) 
percent  of  the  window  glass  area  in  which  it  is  located. 

E.  In  mixed  use  or  multi-tenant  buildings,  sign  usage  shall 
conform  to  the  following: 

1.  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  per  lot  for  identification 
purposes  of  the  building  and  tenants  located 
therein.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  (30)  square  feet  plus  an  additional 
four  (4)  square  feet  for  each  tenant  located  therein. 

2.  One  (1)  Wall  Sign  per  tenant  for  the  identifica- 
tion of  such  tenant.  The  Advertising  Display  Area 
per  tenant  shall  not  exceed  one  ( 1 )  square  foot  for 
every  two  (2)  lineal  feet  of  the  tenant's  wall  fac- 
ing the  street  from  which  the  building  derives  its 
frontage. 

OR 

One  (1)  Projecting  Sign  per  tenant  for  the  iden- 
tification of  such  tenant.  The  Advertising  Display 
Area  per  tenant  shall  not  exceed  six  (6)  square 
feet. 

3.  One  (1)  additional  Wall  Sign  shall  be  permitted 
at  a  secondary  entrance  from  the  parking  area  for 
the  identification  of  tenants.  The  Advertising 
Display  Area  per  tenant  shall  not  exceed  two  (2) 
square  feet. 

4.  One  (1)  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sale, 
lease,  or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the 
sign  is  erected.  The  Advertising  Display  Area 
shall  not  exceed  eighteen  (18)  square  feet. 

Section  9.7   Industrial  Districts 

The  following  signs  are  permitted  in  the  Industrial 
Districts  subject  to  Section  9.9  of  this  Bylaw. 

A.  One  ( 1 )  Freestanding  Sign  pertaining  to  the  sale,  lease 
or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  sign  is 
erected.  The  Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twenty-four  (24)  square  feet. 

B.  One  (1)  Ground  Sign  for  identification  purposes.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  thirty-six 


(36)  square  feet. 

C.  One  (1)  Wall  Sign  for  identification  purposes.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  one  (1) 
square  foot  for  every  two  (2)  lineal  feet  of  building 
wall  facing  the  street  from  which  its  frontage  is 
derived. 

D.  An  Industrial  Park  as  described  in  Section  4.6.  IB  and 
4.7.1  A  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  shall  be  permitted  one 
(1)  Ground  Sign  for  identification  purposes.  The 
Advertising  Display  Area  shall  not  exceed  thirty-six 
(36)  square  feet  plus  an  additional  four  (4)  square  feet 
for  each  establishment  located  therein. 

Section  9.8   Interstate  Highway  Business  District 

Signs  permitted  in  the  Interstate  Highway  Business 
District  shall  be  based  on  use  i.e.,  residents  or  business 
and  the  appropriate  section  of  this  Bylaw  shall  apply. 

Section  9.9  Permits 

A.  No  Building  Permit  for  a  ground,  wall  or  projecting 
sign  shall  be  issued  nor  shall  any  permanent  sign  be 
erected  until  a  Sign  Permit  has  been  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

B.  A  Plot  Plan,  showing  building  location  and  height,  en- 
trances and  exits,  parking  arrangements,  loading  areas, 
sign  location  and  height,  and  a  detail  drawing  of  the 
proposed  sign  shall  accompany  each  application  for 
a  Sign  Permit  to  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

C.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  issuance  of  Sign  Permits  that  it  deems 
necessary. 

D.  Appeal  from  a  denial  of  a  Sign  Permit  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  be  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  of 
such  denial  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  which  shall  render 
a  decision  within  seventy-five  (75)  days  of  the  filing 
of  such  appeal. 

E.  No  Freestanding  Sign  shall  be  installed  until  a  Tem- 
porary Sign  Permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Zoning  En- 
forcement Officer. 

F.  The  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer  may  issue  a  Tem- 
porary Sign  Permit  for  a  Freestanding  Sign  which  does 
not  conform  to  this  Bylaw  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
eight  (8)  consecutive  days.  Such  a  permit  shall  be 
issued  not  more  than  once  within  a  twelve  (12)  month 
period. 
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G.  All  Sign  Permits  issued  under  this  Bylaw  shall  be  re- 
tained at  all  times  on  the  premises. 

H.  Owners  of  permanent  signs  in  existence  at  the  time 
of  acceptance  of  this  Bylaw,  shall  apply  for  a  Sign  Per- 
mit within  two  (2)  years  of  the  acceptance  of  this 
Bylaw.  No  such  Sign  Permit  shall  be  unreasonably 
denied. 

I.  Freestanding  Signs  in  existence  for  a  period  of  one 
hundred  eighty  (180)  days  after  the  acceptance  of  this 
Bylaw  without  a  Tempx)rary  Sign  Permit  shall  become 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

Section  9.10  Enforcement 

A.  The  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer  is  hereby  charged 
with  the  enforcement  of  this  Bylaw  and  the  provisions 
of  all  permits  issued  thereunder. 

B.  The  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer  and  his  duly 
authorized  representatives  shall,  at  reasonable  times, 
have  the  right  to  enter  upon  any  premise  for  the  pur- 
pose of  inspecting  any  sign  and  enforcing  this  Bylaw. 

C.  All  violations  of  the  Bylaw,  as  determined  by  the  Zon- 
ing Enforcement  Officer,  shall  be  corrected  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  being  so  notified  by  Certified  Letter. 

D.  Each  violation  of  this  Bylaw  or  condition  under  which 
a  permit  is  issued,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty 
($50)  dollars  for  each  offense,  which  shall  be 
recovered  as  provided  by  law  and  shall  ensure  to  the 
Town.  Each  day  that  any  such  violation  continues, 
shall  constitute  and  be  considered  a  separate  offense. 

E.  Appeal  from  the  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer's  deci- 
sion may  be  made  as  provided  for  in  M.G.L.  Chapter 
40A,  Section  7,  8,  and  15  to  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
which  shall  render  a  decision  within  seventy-five  (75) 
days  from  the  filing  of  such  appeal. 

Section  9.11  Maintenance 

All  signs  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe,  presentable  and 
good  structural  condition  at  all  times  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer  in  accordance 
with  Section  1404.0  and  1405.0  of  the  State  Building 
Code. 

Section  9.12   Sign  Removal 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  property  owner  to 
remove  any  sign  identifying  or  advertising  goods  and 
services  of  a  discontinued  business  within  thirty  (30) 


days  of  being  so  notified  by  the  Zoning  Enforcement 
Officer. 

Any  sign  identifying  or  advertising  goods  and  services 
of  a  discontinued  business  upon  acceptance  of  this 
Bylaw  shall  be  removed  by  the  property  owner  within 
sixty  (60)  days  of  being  so  notified  by  the  Zoning  En- 
forcement Officer  by  Certified  Letter. 

Section  9.13   Nonconforming  Signs 

Any  sign  which  is  made  nonconforming  as  a  result  of 
the  acceptance  of  this  Bylaw  may  continue  subject  to 
Section  9.9H  and  9.91  of  this  Bylaw.  Such  signs  shall 
be  removed  or  brought  into  conformity  upon  the 
discontinuance  of  the  business  or  the  failure  to  be  main- 
tained in  a  safe,  presentable  and  good  structural  con- 
dition as  determined  by  the  Zoning  Enforcement  Of- 
ficer and  shall  be  removed  by  the  property  owner 
within  sixty  (60)  days  of  notification  by  the  Zoning 
Enforcement  officer  by  Certified  Letter. 

There  shall  be  no  increase  in  any  noncomformity. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board 
recommends.  Hand  Count.  In  Favor  -  49 

Opposed  -47.  CARRIED.  Majority  vote. 

Article  67.  On  petition  of  the  Middleton  Planning  Board 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Bylaw 
deleting  Section  7  "Signs"  in  its  entirety. 

PURPOSE:  This  amendment  is  designed  to  delete  the  cur- 
rent Sign  requirements  in  the  Zoning  Bylaw  and  insert  a 
reference  to  the  new  Town  Bylaw  on  Signs.  The  amend- 
ment is  designed  to  be  adopted  only  if  the  new  Sign  Bylaw 
is  enacted  by  Town  Meeting  vote. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board 
recommends.  Hand  Count.  In  Favor  -  53 

Opposed  -  41.  DOES  NOT  CARRY. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  reconsider  Article 
67  and  bring  it  back  on  the  floor. 

Hand  count  In  Favor  -  87      Opposed  -  1 

The  Moderator  informed  the  voters  that  Article  67, 
was  back  on  the  Board  again  as  a  motion. 

ARTICLE  67  -  "CARRIES"  -  unanimous  voice 
vote. 

Article  68.  On  petition  of  the  Middleton  Planning  Board 
to  .see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Bylaw 
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Section  10  "Administration  of  Middleton  Zoning  Bylaw" 
as  follows:  By  deleting  from  Sub-section  10.4  -  Appeals, 
the  words  "Section  13"  and  inserting  in  their  place  the 
words  "Section  7,  8,  and  15". 

PURPOSE:  The  amendment  changes  the  references  in 
Section  10.4  -  "Appeals"  to  the  proper  sections  of  the  State 
Enabling  legislation,  Chapter  40A  of  the  General  Laws. 
The  result  will  be  an  updated  reference  to  the  proper  pro- 
cedure should  a  person  be  aggrieved  by  his  inability  to  ob- 
tain a  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector  or  to  get  him  to 
act. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board 
recommends.  CARRIED  unanimous. 

Article  69.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Police 
Chief,  and  Fire  Chief  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  following  Bylaw  adding  Chapter  1 1 ,  Fire  and  Police 
Security  Bylaw  to  the  Bylaws  of  the  Town  of  Middleton 
to  regulate  the  installation  and  operation  of  fire  and  intru- 
sion alarms. 

Section  1 .0  Purpose  and  Scope: 

This  Bylaw  shall  apply  to  the  installation,  operation, 
and  maintenance  of  Fire  and/or  Medical  Aid  Alarm 
Systems,  and  Police  Security  Alarm  Systems. 

Fire  and/or  medical  aid  and  Police  Security  Alarm 
Systems  shall  include  systems  connected  to  Fire  Head- 
quarters and  the  Police  Station  by  the  Municipal  Fire 
Alarm  circuit,  direct  wire,  or  on  a  telephone  dial-up 
basis,  and  systems  which  use  exterior  audible  signals 
at  the  alarm  location. 

Section  2.0  Alarm  System  Installation  and  Permit 
Requirements 

A.  As  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw,  no  alarm  system 
or  equipment  designed  to  summon  the  Police  Depart- 
ment shall  be  installed  without  first  obtaining  an  alarm 
permit  signed  by  the  Police  Chief  or  his  designee.  As 
of  said  date,  no  alarm  system  or  equipment  designed 
to  summon  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  installed 
without  first  obtaining  an  alarm  permit  signed  by  the 
Fire  Chief  or  his  designee.  Existing  alarm  systems 
must  obtain  a  permit  within  three  (3)  months  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  Bylaw.  The  Police  Chief  and  the 
Fire  Chief  shall  prescribe  an  application  form  for  alarm 
permits  and  any  other  rules  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  implementation  of  this  Bylaw.  The  fee  for  each 
alarm  permit  shall  be  $10.00.  This  approval  require- 
ment shall  include  municipal  connection,  direct  wire 
and  dial-up  devices. 


B.  Any  current  or  future  alarm  user  may  contract  with 
an  alarm  company  of  their  choice  for  the  purchase, 
lease,  installation  and  serving  of  an  alarm  system  on 
their  premises. 

C.  Existing  telephone  dialers  using  voice-type  tape 
recorders,  which  are  not  compatible  with  the  alarm 
console,  may  continue  to  use  the  special  alarm  number 
set  up  only  for  this  purpose  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
one  (1)  year  from  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law.  No 
equipment  as  described  in  this  Bylaw  shall  use  the 
primary  Fire  or  Police  telephone  number.  New  ap- 
plications for  voice-type  tape  systems  will  not  be 
approved. 

D.  Actual  connection  to  the  Fire  Department's  alarm  con- 
sole will  be  made  by  the  Town's  designated  Alarm 
Contractor,  or  Fire  Alarm  Division  personnel.  Con- 
nection of  Police  Security  Alarms  to  Police  Head- 
quarters shall  be  at  the  direction  of  the  Police  Chief. 
Alarm  users  will  be  required  to  pay  the  Alarm  Con- 
tractor for  this  service  as  set  forth  in  a  contract  bet- 
ween the  Contractor  and  the  Alarm  user. 

E.  The  alarm  system  owner  or  user,  or  the  alarm  com- 
pany contracting  for  servicing  the  alarm  users  system, 
shall  be  responsible  for  obtaining  any  necessary  leas- 
ed lines  or  municipal  cable  between  the  protected  loca- 
tion and  the  alarm  receiving  equipment. 

F.  The  Town  will  make  every  effort  to  insure  the  proper 
operation  of  its  alarm  receiving  equipment,  but  accepts 
no  liability  for  conditions  which  prevent  proper  recep- 
tion of  signals  for  the  user's  premises. 

This  approval  requirement  shall  include  municipal  con- 
nection, direct  wire  and  dial  up  devices. 

Section  3  .0  Alarm  Disconnection  and  Alternate  Notice 

Whenever  an  alarm  system  or  equipment  is  discon- 
nected, removed,  or  substantially  altered,  the  owner 
or  user  thereof  shall  notify  the  police  department  or 
fire  department  in  writing  so  that  an  appropriate  nota- 
tion may  be  made  on  the  permit. 

Section  4.0  Automatic  Shut  OfT  Requirement 

All  alarm  systems  installed  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  Bylaw  which  use  an  audible  horn  or  bell  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  the  horn  or 
bell  within  ten  (10)  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm 
system.  All  existing  alarms  using  an  audible  horn  or 
bell  shall  be  equipped  with  such  a  device  within  12 
months  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw. 
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Section  5.0  Alarm  System  Regulations  and 
Maintenance 

This  regulation  shall  apply  to  all  alarm  systems  ex- 
cept automobile  alarms. 

A.  Each  alarm  user  shall  submit  to  the  Fire  Chief  or  Police 
Chief  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of 
two  (2)  persons  who  can  be  reached  at  any  time,  day 
or  night,  who  are  authorized  to  gain  access  to  the  pro- 
tected premises  for  the  purposes  of  silencing  and  reset- 
ting the  alarm  system.  It  shall  be  the  alarm  users 
responsibility  to  keep  this  information  up  to  date.  In 
addition,  each  control  panel  shall  have  located  inside 
the  door  the  above  information  and  also  the  name  of 
the  company  and  phone  number  of  the  company  who 
currently  services  the  system. 

B.  Written  instructions  shall  be  clearly  visible  for  reset- 
ting a  fire  alarm  or  security  alarm  control  panel  on 
or  near  the  unit.  Permission  to  attempt  a  system  reset 
must  be  on  file  with  the  Fire  or  Police  Departments 
if  the  user  wishes  the  Departments  to  reset  control  unit. 
If  after  3  attempts  a  system  will  not  reset,  the  zone, 
or  if  necessary,  the  system,  shall  be  left  not  restored. 
In  this  event,  attempts  shall  be  made  to  contact  the  par- 
ties from  data  given  by  the  user.  The  Town  assumes 
no  liability  for  the  inability  to  contact  listed  persons. 

C.  Any  building  other  than  a  residential  building  of  less 
than  six  (6)  units  which  has  a  fire  alarm  system  or  other 
fire  protection  system  shall  provide  a  secure  key  box 
installed  in  a  location  accessible  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment in  case  of  emergency.  This  key  box  shall  con- 
tain keys  to  fire  alarm  control  panels  and  other  keys 
necessary  to  operate  or  service  fire  protection  systems. 
The  box  shall  be  a  type  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  shall  be  located  and  installed  as 
approved  by  the  Chief. 

D.  All  premises  shall  have  their  legal  street  number  clear- 
ly visible  as  per  existing  Town  Bylaw  prior  to  con- 
nection of  an  alarm  to  the  Fire  or  Police  Department. 

Section  6.0  Alarm  Tests 

No  alarm  system  designed  to  transmit  emergency 
messages  or  signals  directly  to  the  Police  or  Fire 
Department  shall  be  worked  on,  tested  or  demonstrated 
without  obtaining  permission  from  the  Police  or  Fire 
Chiefs  or  their  designee.  Failure  to  do  so  may  con- 
situte  a  false  alarm  and  therefore  be  subject  to  fee 
assessment. 

Section  7.0   False  Alarm  Assessments 


Alarm  systems  which  generate  false  alarms  in  any 
twelve  (12)  month  period  shall  be  subject  to  assess- 
ment as  follows: 

Fire  Alarm  &  Emergency  Medical  Systems:

Alarm  users  who  produce  a  valid  service  agreement 
for  the  protected  property  shall  receive  a  $25  credit 
against  any  assessment. 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  section  to  have  systems  main- 
tained on  a  regular  basis  annually. 

B.  False  alarms  caused  by  faulty  telephone  service,  elec- 
trical storms,  or  power  outages  will  be  excluded  from 
assessment. 

C.  False  alarms  received  during  the  first  30  days  of  con- 
nection shall  be  discounted  provided  no  malicious  in- 
tent has  occurred  and  every  attempt  has  been  made  to 
rectify  new  installation  defects. 

D.  Determination  that  a  false  alarm  has  been  transmitted 
will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Fire  Chief  or  Police 
Chief  or  their  duly  appointed  duty  officer. 

E.  Upon  failure  of  an  alarm  user  to  pay  two  (2)  con- 
secutive fees  assessed  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the 
assessment,  Fire  Department  shall  order  the  alarm  user 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  alarm  system  for  not  more 
than  six  (6)  months. 

F.  Town,  County  and  State  agencies  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  assessment  schedule. 

Section  8.0  Connection  Fees 

Each  alarm  user  shall  on  or  before  July  1st,  remit  to 
the  Police  or  Fire  Departments  the  connection  fee  for 
the  proceeding  year  as  outlined  below: 
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Master  Boxes  $150.00  per  box 

Digital  Alarms  $10.00  per  signal 

NOTE:  Locations  that  have  multiple  Master  Boxes  install- 
ed at  the  request  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  assessed 
for  the  initial  box  only. 

All  fees  are  to  be  deposited  in  a  revolving  account  for 
the  express  purpose  of  maintenance  and  capital  im- 
provement of  Public  Safety  alarm  circuits,  equipment 
and  labor  necessary  to  maintain  said  Town  alarm 
system. 

Section  9.0  Violations 

The  following  acts  and  omissions  shall  constitute  a 
violation  of  these  regulations  and  the  responsible  per- 
son or  persons  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $50.00  nor  more  than  $200.00  per  offense  as 
follows.  Each  day  in  which  a  violation  occurs  may  be 
considered  a  separate  offense. 

A.  Failure  to  follow  an  order  issued  by  the  Fire  Chief  or 
Police  Chief  to  disconnect  a  fire  alarm  system  from 
the  municipal  circuit  box,  or  to  disable  a  telephone 
dialer  arranged  to  dial  the  digital  alarm  console  or  the 
special  alarm  telephone  numbers. 

B.  After  the  effective  date  of  these  regulations,  using  a 
telephone  dialing  device  arranged  to  dial  a  Police  or 
Fire  Department  number  without  authorization  under 
this  bylaw. 

C .  Failure  to  pay  two  (2)  or  more  consecutive  fees  assess- 
ed under  either  or  both  of  Section  7  and  8  of  these 
regulations,  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of 
the  second  assessment. 

D.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  set  forth  in 
Sections  2  through  8  of  these  regulations. 

E.  Continued  transmission  of  false  alarms  caused  by  the 
user's  negligence  or  system  malfunctions  on  the  user's 
premises  which  is  under  the  user's  control,  and  where 
no  effort  is  made  to  correct  the  condition. 

Section  10.0  Appeal 

The  Police  Chief  or  the  Fire  Chief  may  suspend  or 
revoke  an  alarm  permit  for  just  cause  in  accordance 
with  the  following  procedures: 

A.  1.  The  Chief  or  his  designee  shall  issue  to  the  per- 
mit holder  a  written  notice,  by  certified  mail,  of 
his  intent  to  suspend  or  revoke  the  alarm  permit. 


Notice  will  include  the  date  of  the  intended  suspen- 
sion or  revocation,  the  reasons  for  the  suspension 
or  revocation  and  notice  that  the  permit  holder  is 
entitled  to  a  hearing  upon  written  request. 

2.  Upon  receipt  of  a  notice  of  suspension  or  revoca- 
tion, the  permit  holder  may,  within  five  (5)  work- 
ing days  of  receipt,  submit  a  written  request  for 
a  hearing  before  the  Police  Chief,  the  Fire  Chief 
or  a  designee  thereof.  At  the  hearing,  the  permit 
holder  shall  have  the  right  to  present  evidence, 
cross-examine  witnesses  and  be  represented  by 
counsel.  The  hearing  shall  be  informal  and  shall 
not  be  subject  to  rules  of  evidence  or  formal  cour- 
troom procedures.  After  the  hearing,  the  hearing 
officer  may  issue  a  written  order  of  suspension  or 
revocation  for  a  given  jjeriod  of  time.  He  may  also 
withdraw  any  previous  order  or  suspension  or 
revocation. 

3.  During  the  appeal  period,  the  alarm  system  may 
remain  in  operation. 

4.  An  alarm  owner  or  user  whose  permit  has  been 
suspended  or  revoked  may  reapply  for  a  new  per- 
mit after  the  suspension  period  is  over. 

B.  An  alarm  user  wishing  to  appeal  a  decision  to  the  Fire 
Chief  or  Police  Chief  may,  within  fifteen  (15)  calen- 
dar days  of  any  fee  assessment  or  permit  suspension 
or  revocation,  request  in  writing  a  hearing  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Finance  Committee  and  the  Planning  Board 
recommend.  CARRIED  Unanimous. 

Article  71.  On  petition  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000  to  share  with  the  Middleton  Board  of  Trade  in  the 
costs  of  erecting  a  permanent  "Welcome  to  Middleton" 
ornamental  sign  with  masonry  base  to  be  erected  at  a  pro- 
minent location  within  the  Town  as  recommended  by  a  Sub- 
committee of  the  Selectmen  and  Middleton  Board  of  Trade, 
and  to  see  if  such  funds  will  be  raised  by  taxation;  by 
transfer  from  available  funds,  or  by  any  combination 
thereof. 

The  Finance  Committee  does  not  recommend 
passage  of  this  article.  Motion  made  and  second- 
ed, to  amend  the  amount  from  $3,000  to  $1,750. 
CARRIES,  unamious. 

The  Moderator  informed  the  voters  that  we  are 
back  to  the  main  motion,  changing  the  sum  of  the 
sign  to  $1,750. 
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Article  71  CARRIES  unanimously.  (The  Board  of 
Trustees  payed  the  difference.)

Responsibility  for  both  accuracy  of  the  presented  data  and 
the  completeness  and  fairness  of  the  presentation,  including 
all  disclosures,  rests  with  the  Town. 

I  believe  the  data,  as  presented,  is  accurate  in  all  material 
aspects;  that  it  is  presented  in  a  manner  designed  to  fairly 
set  forth  the  financial  position  and  results  of  operation  of 
the  Town  as  measured  by  the  financial  activity  of  its  various 
ftinds;  and  that  all  disclosures  necessary  to  enable  the  reader 
to  gain  the  maximum  understanding  of  the  Town's  finan- 
cial affairs  have  been  included. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  difficult  and  yet  challeng- 
ing one  for  this  office  because  of  the  implemention  of  a 
new  computer  system  and  the  conversion  to  the  Uniform 
Municipal  Accounting  System.  There  are  still  many  pro- 
blems ahead  of  us,  but  the  majority  of  the  transition  has 


been  completed.  In  spite  of  the  many  difficulties,  I  believe 
the  decision  to  convert  to  UMAS  was  the  correct  decision 
and  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  for  the  future.  Mid- 
dleton can  be  proud  of  its  financial  reporting  system  thanks 
to  the  citizens  who  were  willing  to  approve  the  necessary 
funds  to  provide  us  with  the  equipment  to  do  the  job  in  a 
professional  manner.  Much  remains  to  be  done  but  with 
continued  support  from  the  Town  our  future  goals  will  be 
accomplished. 

Much  of  the  progress  to  date  has  to  be  attributed  to  the  con- 
tributions of  the  Town  Adminstrator,  Ira  Singer,  his 
secretary.  Donna  Innis  and  our  CPA,  Bill  Fraher.  Without 
their  help  this  total  conversion  could  not  have  been 
accomplished. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Ira,  Donna,  Bill 
and  all  department  heads  and  committees  for  their  support 
during  the  past  year.

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COLLECTOR  OF  TAXES 


The  Tax  Office  had  a  very  successful  year  during  1988. 
We  have  met  many  of  the  goals  set  forth  concerning  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes.  Since  the  acquistion  of  a  new 
computer  system,  we  are  more  knowledgeable  of  the  dollars 
and  individuals  who  are  delinquent.  During  this  past  year, 
this  office  collected  $3,938, 162.89  of  which  $200,000.00 
was  for  delinquent  taxes.  The  amount  added  to  our  Tax 
Title  account  was  $14,555.16. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1987  and  the  first  half  of  1988 
a  new  collection  program  was  initiated  on  the  part  of  this 
office  in  cooperation  with  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles 
in  an  effort  to  greatly  decrease  the  amount  of  Excise  taxes 
outstanding.  This  new  program  has  proven  to  be  highly  suc- 
cessful. The  new  computer  system  brings  the  necessary  in- 
formation on  outstanding  excise  taxes  to  our  attention  on 
a  more  timely  basis.  While  the  dollars  to  be  collected  for 
outstanding  excise  taxes  amounts  to  only  about  15%  of  our 
total  commitment  with  regard  to  Real  Estate  and  Personal 
Property,  it  accounts  for  about  70%  of  the  work  load  in 
our  office. 

Again  due  to  the  new  computer  system,  the  billing  of  the 
excise  tax  commitments  from  the  Registry  is  done  on  time. 
The  demands  and  warrants  are  issued  on  a  scheduled  basis. 
Also,  this  office  now  has  the  ability  to  issue  notices  of 
Registration  suspension  for  non-payment  of  excise  taxes. 
The  impact  of  these  notices  is  really  felt  by  the  delinquent 
taxpayer  because  of  the  charges  and  fees  assessed.  A  more 
impressive  feature  of  our  new  system  is  that  we  can  now 
suspend  driver  licenses  within  a  six  month  period.  A  list 
of  delinquent  excise  tax  payers  is  given  to  the  Registry 

Real  Estate  Bills  Issued: 


from  a  printout  from  our  computer  and  subsequently  let- 
ters are  sent  to  each  individual  notifying  them  of  their  debt 
and  the  opportunity  to  pay  the  outstanding  amount  or  to 
appear  at  a  hearing  held  at  the  Registry.  Failure  to  appear 
at  the  hearing  or  pay  the  outstanding  tax  results  in  suspen- 
sion of  their  license.  Since  the  institution  of  this  program, 
this  office  has  suspended  a  total  of  747  licenses.  It  should 
be  added  that  driving  without  a  license  is  now  an  arrestable 
offense. 

In  our  Real  Estate  division,  we  have  a  program  that  has 
always  been  highly  effective.  This  program  is  known  as 
Tax  Title.  When  taxes  remain  unpaid  on  property  and  all 
means  of  collection  have  failed,  the  property  will  then  be 
placed  in  Tax  Title.  If  payment  is  not  made  within  a 
specified  period  of  time,  foreclosure  will  take  place.  While 
property  is  in  Tax  Title,  interest  and  legal  fees  continue 
to  accumulate  and  the  property  cannot  be  sold  until  the  lien 
placed  on  said  property  by  the  town  has  been  fully  satisfied. 

In  conclusion,  the  added  technology  of  our  new  computer 
system  has  had  a  great  impact  on  the  efficiency  of  the  of- 
fice in  the  collection  of  taxes.  Over  the  last  15  years,  the 
town  has  grown  substantially  and  it  is  obvious  that  in  order 
to  keep  up  with  the  growth,  we  must  work  at  a  harder  pace. 
The  computer  has  been  of  enormous  help  to  us.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  list  of  the  taxes  committed  for  collection  during 
the  last  15  years.  As  you  will  see,  the  numbers  have  grown 
substantially  and  along  with  them  the  amount  of  work  in 
this  office.  With  the  benefit  of  a  very  experienced  staff  and 
the  new  computer  system,  the  goals  set  forth  will  continue 
to  be  achieved.

All  of  the  full-time  officers  completed  a  one  week  in-service 
session  at  the  Massachusetts  Training  Council  Academy  in 
Topsfield.  Material  included:  Legal  Update,  Civil  Liabili- 
ty, Domestic  Violence,  Officer  Survival  Skills,  Stress, 


Community  Relations,  Use  of  Deadly  Force,  Seat  Belt  Law 
and  Civil  Rights. 

In  addition,  in-service  training  sessions  were  held  at  the 
Middleton  Police  Department  for  all  officers. 

All  work  has  been  completed  on  the  two  bay  garage.  The 
doors  are  electrical  and  can  be  controlled  from  either  the 
cruisers  or  the  dispatch  desk.  It  is  extremely  beneficial  to 
be  able  to  house  the  cruisers  and  towed  vehicles  that  are 
being  held  for  evidence  for  serious  offenses. 

Investigations  of  all  false  fire  alarms  were  conducted  jointly 
by  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  This  type  of  alarm  con- 
tinues to  be  a  senseless  act  which  is  costly,  both  dollar- 
wise  and  from  a  safety  standpoint.  A  serious  accident  could 
occur  when  emergency  vehicles  are  responding  to  such  an 
alarm. 

In  May  of  1988,  a  by-law  was  passed  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  to  impose  a  charge  on  residents  and  owners  of 
business  establishments  for  responding  to  false  alarms. 
However,  we  have  not  received,  as  yet,  the  by-law  from 
the  Attorney  General's  office.  Due  to  the  increasing  number 
of  security  systems  being  installed  in  homes  and  businesses, 
the  number  of  false  alarms  has  increased  drastically.  I  urge 
residents  and  business  owners  to  maintain  their  systems  so 
as  to  keep  unnecessary  alarms  to  a  minimum. 

In  addition  to  the  above.  Officers  assigned  to  cruiser  patrol 
answered  all  alarms  of  fire  and  provided  traffic  control  and 
assistance  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Electric  engravers  are  available  from  the  Police  Depart- 
ment at  no  cost  to  the  user.  These  engravers  may  be  used 
to  mark  valuable  items  and  possibly  prevent  their  theft. 
They  are  capable  of  being  used  on  glass,  plastic,  metal, 
wood,  etc. 

Any  resident  applying  for  a  high  security  position  who 
needs  to  be  fingerprinted  for  clearance  can  receive  this  ser- 
vice at  the  Police  station.  There  are  many  different  social 
pamphlets  at  the  Police  station  for  your  convenience  such 
as:  Help  for  Abused  Women  and  Children,  Teen  Age 
Parenting  and  Pregnancy  Program,  and  Gift  of  Life.  We 
also  have  motor  vehicle  license  applications,  learner  per- 
mit applications,  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicle  Study  Guide  for  Class  I,  Class 
2,  and  School  Bus  Licenses. 

Officer  Henry  Bouchard  continued  in  his  capacity  as 
Juvenile  Officer  and  is  available  to  assist  parents  and/or 
children  when  problems  of  a  juvenile  nature  arise. 
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Sergeant  Louis  Fedullo,  as  the  Safety  Officer  has  worked 
both  on  duty  and  off  duty  to  lecture  children  on  safety  rules, 
including  Girl  and  Boy  Scouts,  etc. 

On  June  8,  1988,  we  had  a  presentation  of  a  Drug  Abuse 
Program  at  the  Howe-Manning  School.  Sergeant  Louis 
Fedullo,  Patrolman  Edward  Couture  and  Detective  Bernie 
Keams  from  the  Danvers  Police  Department  presented  a 
film  display  and  a  contraband  display.  Mr.  Otto  Moulton 
from  the  Drug  Awareness  Information  Center  in  Danvers 
gave  a  talk  on  the  effects  of  drugs.  This  seminar  was  very 
well  attended  and  was  of  great  interest  to  all  present. 

Work  has  been  completed  in  our  cell  block  area.  We  now 
have  video  cameras  providing  both  audio  and  visual  con- 
tact with  the  prisoners.  They  are  monitored  at  the  dispatch 
center  by  the  officer  on  duty  and  taped  for  future  reference 
if  needed. 

Because  of  its  importance,  I  am  repeating  from  previous 
reports  the  request  that  you  let  us  know  when  you  will  be 
away  from  your  home  for  an  extended  period  of  time.  As 
the  cruiser  patrols  your  neighborhood,  the  officer  will  pay 
more  attention  to  your  property.  I  would  also  ask  that  if 
you  know  that  your  neighbors  are  away,  keep  an  eye  on 
their  property  and  I  would  hope  that  your  neighbor  will 
do  the  same  for  you. 

1 .  Notify  your  neighbors  of  your  departure  and  return 
dates. 

2  .  Cancel  all  daily  deliveries. 

3  .  Arrange  to  have  your  lawn  cut  or  snow  shoveled. 

4 .  Be  sure  all  windows  and  doors  are  secured. 

5 .  Leave  shades  and  blinds  in  normal  positions. 

6 .  If  possible,  remove  all  valuables  or  family  heirlooms 
for  safe  keeping. 

7 .  If  possible,  leave  a  lamp  or  two  connected  to  an 
automatic  timer  to  create  a  "Lived-In"  effect. 

8 .  If  possible,  leave  a  telephone  number  or  address 
where  you  may  be  contacted  if  an  emergency  occurs. 

9 .  Make  arrangements  for  your  pets. 


1  0 .  Secure  items  such  as  bicycles,  lawn  mowers,  and 
toys  that  are  not  normally  secured. 

I  would  also  request  that  if  both  parents  are  away  from  the 
home  and  you  have  children,  instruct  them  not  to  give  in- 
formation concerning  your  hours  of  work,  place  of  employ- 
ment, participation  in  organizations,  etc.,  to  unknown  per- 
sons that  may  call  on  the  telephone.  The  caller  may  be  try- 
ing to  establish  your  lifestyle  and  find  out  when  the  home 
is  vacant. 

This  past  year.  Chief  Edward  J.  Richardson  retired  from 
the  Middleton  Police  Department.  We  all  wish  the  chief 
well  in  his  retirement.  A  retirement  party  was  held  for  him 
at  the  Stephen  James  Restaurant  with  an  excellent  turnout 
of  people  from  the  town  as  well  as  other  law  enforcers  and 
court  personnel. 

As  a  result  of  the  chiefs  retirement,  I  was  promoted  from 
Acting  Chief  to  Chief  of  the  Middleton  Police  Department. 
Officer  Louis  Fedullo  was  promoted  to  Sergeant  and  Ac- 
ting Sergeant  Paul  F.  Armitage  was  promoted  to  Sergeant. 
The  retirement  also  left  a  vacancy  on  the  department's  roster 
and  Reserve  Officer,  James  DiGianvittorio  was  made  a  full 
time  patrolman.  Officer  DiGianvittorio  will, be  attending 
the  training  academy  in  Topsfield  in  late  1988. 

At  the  1988  Town  Meeting,  I  was  given  approval  to  hire 
an  additional  full  time  officer.  When  this  officer  comes  on 
board,  we  will  have  two  full  time  officers  on  duty  twenty- 
four  hours  a  day  and  will  bring  our  roster  to  ten  full  time 
officers  and  five  part  time  officers. 

Again,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  Citizens  of  the 
Community,  surrounding  Police  Departments, 
Massachusetts  State  Police,  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and 
especially  the  members  of  the  Middleton  Police 
Department.

Fire  Prevention  Activities: 

The  duties  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  continue  to  in- 
crease with  the  new  construction  in  Town.  We  would  like 
to  offer  a  few  safety  hints  for  a  fire  safe  year  for  you  and 
your  family. 

Fire  safety  needs  to  be  part  of  our  everyday  lives.  Being 
Fire-Safe  is  something  each  of  us  must  do  for  ourselves: 
it  is  not  something  anyone  can  do  for  us. 

The  Middleton  Fire  Department  urges  you  to  take  a  few 
minutes  to  ensure  that  your  family  is  Fire-Safe. 

Most  fire  fatalities  occur  in  the  middle  of  the  night  usually 
while  people  are  asleep.  Elderly  residents  and  those  living 
in  rural  households  are  especially  at  risk,  according  to  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency's  U.S.  Fire 
Administration. 

Fire  Safety  Tips  To  Remember: 

1 .  Install  a  smoke  detector  on  each  level  of  your  home. 

2  .  Do  not  disable  a  smoke  detector  when  it  sounds  off. 

3 .  Know  what  to  do  after  a  detector  sounds  off. 

4 .  Plan  a  home  escape  route  in  the  event  of  a  fire. 

Smoke  detectors  are  inexpensive  to  buy. .  .many  models  are 
available  in  the  price  range  from  $5.00  to  $20.00. 
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Smoke  detectors  can  be  purchased  at  your  local  hardware 
or  home  center  store  and  department  stores. 

Smoke  detectors  should  be  on  every  level  of  your  home. 

Smoke  detectors  should  be  tested  at  least  once  a  month. 
The  batteries  should  be  replaced  at  least  once  a  year. 

Smoke  detectors  provide  early  warning,  increasing  your 
chances  for  survival  and  allowing  additional  time  for  the 
fire  department  to  save  your  property. 

Smoke  detectors  -  they're  real  protection. 

Most  fire  victims  succumb  to  smoke  -  not  fire.  Carbon 
monoxide  from  a  fire  can  render  a  person  unconscious  after 
only  a  short  period  of  time. 

However,  if  you  have  one  or  more  working  smoke  detec- 
tors in  the  home,  you  double  your  chances  of  surviving  a 
fire.  Smoldering  fire  caused  by  discarded  smoking  materials 
(the  leading  cause  of  U.S.  fire  deaths)  and  other  sources 
are  discovered  quickly  by  smoke  detectors.  Since  many  of 
these  fires  occur  at  night,  while  people  are  asleep,  the  loud, 
piercing  alarm  siren  alerts  residents  in  time  to  escape  - 
ALIVE. 

Remove  hazards  from  your  home  such  as  old  cans  of  paint 
and  paint  thinner,  rags,  old  newspapers  and  other  "collec- 
tible combustibles". 

Have  your  children  practice  STOP,  DROP,  AND  ROLL 

and  teach  your  children  to  bring  matches  and  lighters  to 
adults  because  these  are  tools  for  adults.  Keep  them  out 
of  reach  of  children. 

Prepare  for  the  winter  heating  season  by  having  the  chimney 
swept  and  the  furnace  serviced. 

REMEMBER,  it  is  both  illegal  and  unsafe  to  store  any 
amount  of  gasoline  inside  your  home. 

Call  us  at  the  Fire  Department  Headquarters,  777-2466  if 
you  have  any  questions  on  where  to  place  smoke  detectors 
in  your  home,  on  home  fire  hazards,  or  planning  home 
escape  plans.  Remember,  fire  safety  should  be  part  of  your 
everyday  lives. 

The  use  of  space  heaters  still  plagues  the  country  with  death, 
injury,  and  loss  of  property  directly  related  to  the  misuse 
of  these  heaters.  We  would  again  remind  you  that  SPACE 
HEATERS  IN  A  PLACE  OF  HABITATION  ARE 
AGAINST  THE  LAW.  THIS  LAW  ALSO  PROHIBITS 
THE  SALE  OF  SPACE  HEATERS  IN  THE  STATE  OF 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICE: 

The  Emergency  Medical  Division  of  the  Fire  Department 
remains  very  active.  As  in  the  past,  training  is  an  ongoing 
adventure  with  classes  held  monthly  at  Fire  Headquarters, 
and  classes  available  at  local  hospitals. 

We  have  added  three  more  Emergency  Medical  Techni- 
cians to  the  Department.  As  of  this  report  the  Department 
has  six  First  Responders  and  seventeen  registered  Emergen- 
cy Medical  Technicians. 

Members  of  the  Department  have  been  busy  also  in  assisting 
residents  of  the  community  in  learning  First  Aid  and  Car- 
diopulmonary Resuscitation.  Anyone  desiring  to  learn  more 
about  upcoming  classes  should  contact  Fire  Headquarters 
for  further  information  and  dates. 

Every  Emergency  Medical  Technician  of  this  Department 
must  attend  mandatory  training  courses  to  maintain  cer- 
tification as  a  Registered  Emergency  Medical  Technician. 
Programs  are  provided  by  both  the  State  and  this  Depart- 
ment on  a  regular  basis  to  fill  this  need.  The  Department's 
goal  is  to  provide  the  citizens  of  Middleton  the  best  pre- 
hospital care  possible.

HRE  ALARM  SYSTEM: 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  excellent  repair  and  condi- 
tion. Maintenance  and  care  of  the  system  is  the  key  to 
reliable  operation.  The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  cared  for  in 
its  entirety  by  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms.  At  pre- 
sent, the  system  is  experiencing  rapid  expansion  due  to  con- 
struction in  town.  The  entire  cost  of  this  expansion  is  paid 
for  by  the  developers.  The  Fire  Alarm  Division  needs  to 
replace  its  present  Bucket  Truck  with  a  newer  used  model. 
This  truck  is  necessary  for  the  proper  upkeep  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  System. 
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RADIO  SYSTEM: 

The  apparatus  radios  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  Town 
Meeting  of  May  1988  voted  to  replace  the  Base  Station. 
This  will  bring  our  system  back  to  excellent  condition. 

As  I  reported  in  the  1986  -  1987  Town  Report,  our  Por- 
table Radios  were  a  problem,  but  we  are  working  on  a  plan 
to  correct  their  short-comings. 

EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING: 

The  Department  conducts  its  own  training  programs,  plus 
most  Officers  and  Firefighters  attend  many  outside  courses 
and  training  programs.  The  Firefighters  are  ever  up-grading 
their  knowledge  and  ability  in  the  Firefighting  and 
Emergency  Medical  Services  areas.  These  Department 
members  are  truly  a  credit  to  themselves  and  the  Town  of 
Middleton. 

IN  GENERAL: 

Training  is  still  a  problem.  It  was  planned  to  have  our  Train- 
ing Facility  at  the  rear  of  Fire  Headquarters,  but  with  the 
Park  Program  taking  place  in  this  location,  we  will  have 
to  drop  this  plan.  We  will  have  to  find  a  location  where 
we  can  build  a  drafting  pit  and  a  small  cement  block 
building  to  perform  smoke  drills,  and  rescue  work 
evolutions. 

MANPOWER: 

Manpower  in  the  Fire  Department  is  still  a  serious  problem. 
With  all  the  building  taking  place,  e.g.,  the  large  High- 
Rise  building  we  have  at  present,  and  the  new  ones  being 
erected,  it  is  not  safe  to  have  only  two  Firefighters  arriv- 
ing on  the  first  due  apparatus. 

The  goal  of  the  Fire  Department  is  to  expand  the  perma- 
nent force  to  have  three  Firefighters  and  a  Dispatcher  on 
duty  at  all  times  in  the  immediate  future.  The  Call  Force 
should  be  enlarged  by  at  least  five  Firefighters.  To  find 
individuals,  male  or  female,  for  these  positions  is  difficult, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  requirements  made  upon  them  and 
their  time  to  train  for  the  Firefighter  duties  is  so  extensive. 
When  we  do  find  an  individual  who  is  willing  to  join  the 
Call  Force  it  takes  approximately  three  years  to  train  a 
recruit  to  a  level  of  Firefighter  1 . 

COMMUNICATIONS: 

The  Fire  Department  Communications  Division  is  a  very 
busy  operation.  It  enhances  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. The  functions  that  take  place  in  this  division  consist 


of  receiving  all  Fire  Alarms  and  requests  for  assistance  and 
dispatching  the  appropriate  apparatus.  It  monitors  the  Fire 
Alarm  System,  handling  all  telephone  and  radio  systems 
along  with  the  Department's  clerical  needs. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  mentioned,  this  division  handles 
the  Police  telephone  and  radio  systems  nights  and  weekends 
and  dispatches  for  the  Police  Department. 

Also,  when  requested,  the  Electric  Light  Department's 
phones  and  radio  systems  are  handles  by  this  group.  One 
can  see  that  the  duties  of  this  group  are  very  heavy. 

RETIREMENT: 

This  past  year  Captain  William  J.  Hocter  retired.  Captain 
Hocter  joined  the  Department  on  May  1,  1965,  and  left 
the  Department  October  4,  1987,  with  the  rank  of  Captain. 
Captain  Hocter  served  the  Fire  Department  for  twenty-two 
years.  He  was  also  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer. 

We  wish  Captain  William  "Bill"  J.  Hocter  and  his  wife 
Lorayne,  many  years  of  health  and  happiness.

Provide  air  compressor  and  storage  for  our  self-contained 
breathing  apparatus. 

Expand  water  system  and  establish  a  maintenance  program. 
Replace  Fire  Alarm  Truck.

Middleton  is 
changing,  and  so  must  this  Department  if  it  is  to  operate 
effectively.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  citizens  of  Mid- 
dleton,  I  hereby  submit  the  following  annual  report  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  for  the  period  July  1,  1987  to 
June  30,  1988.

HIGHWAY 

The  following  roadways  were  reconstructed  or  overlayed 
with  bituminous  concrete:  Second  Avenue,  Third  Avenue, 
portion  of  Locust  Street,  Park  Street,  Lakeview  Avenue, 
Peabody  Street,  Arrow  Street,  Acorn  Street,  Oak  Street, 
Memorial  Hall  parking  lot  and  a  portion  of  the  landfill  road. 

All  dirt  roads  were  graded  once  again  during  the  year. 
Roadway  patching,  shoulder  repairs,  catch  basin  repairs 
and  cleaning,  grass  trimming,  roadside  shoulder  clearing 
and  grubbing  with  the  Towns'  new  hydramower,  line  pain- 
ting, street  sign  installation  and  general  clean-up  and 
emergency  work  were  performed  in  the  usual  manner. 

The  Town  started  an  early  snow  season  with  its  first  storm 
in  early  November.  The  total  accumulation  for  the 
1987-1988  winter  season  was  approximately  62  inches. 

CEMETERIES 

During  the  year  there  were  46  interments  with  37  lots  sold. 
All  Town  cemeteries  were  maintained  with  brush  cutting, 
shrubbery  and  tree  trimming,  and  grass  mowing  on  a 
regular  basis.  The  upper  end  of  the  single  section  of  the 
Oakdale  Cemetery  was  prepared  for  future  expansion  and 
will  be  used  by  1989  due  to  lack  of  grave  sites.  Continued 
expansion  will  be  done  next  year  to  plan  for  the  future. 

A  more  energy  efficient  insulated  door  was  installed  at  the 
Oakdale  Cemetery  garage  to  cut  down  on  heating  costs. 

Cemetery  equipment  such  as  lawn  mowers  will  have  to  be 
replaced  in  the  next  several  years  due  to  their  constant  use 
especially  now  that  the  cemetery  grass  grows  at  a  faster 
rate  due  to  the  fertilizer  program  instituted. 


PARKS/PLAYGROUNDS 

This  year  the  new  soccer  field  next  to  Memorial  Hall  was 
started.  When  completed  it  will  prove  to  be  a  very  wor- 
thwhile undertaking  that  will  benefit  the  youth  of  Middleton. 
Improvements  were  done  to  the  beach  area  at  Thunder 
Bridge.  All  fields  were  mowed  on  a  regular  basis  along 
with  lining  of  the  fields  as  needed.  An  extensive  fertiliza- 
tion program  was  started  this  year  to  improve  conditions 
of  the  fields.  It  proved  to  be  very  successful  and  will  be 
a  continued  program.  A  new  ball  field  conditioner  machine 
was  added  to  the  D. P. W.  equipment  fleet  which  aided  in 
better  conditioning  the  infields  of  all  our  softball  and 
baseball  diamonds  to  a  more  professional  standard.  This 
machine  also  cut  down  the  number  of  man  hours  required 
to  maintain  these  fields  giving  the  men  more  time  to  do 
improvements  to  the  fields. 

FORESTRY 

Throughout  the  year,  numerous  trees  were  cut  down  and 
trimmed  where  needed  to  provide  for  public  safety.  Fall- 
ing tree  limbs  caused  by  aged  trees,  weather  and  large 
trucks  proves  to  be  a  constant  problem  to  the  Department. 

The  town-wide  tree  planting  program  continued  this  year 
and  has  proven  to  be  very  successful. 

GENERAL 

This  Department  continues  to  expand  and  explore  new  pro- 
grams and  projects  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Programs  such 
as  roadway  improvements,  equipment  preventive 
maintenance  and  replacement,  parks  and  playgrounds  im- 
provements and  expansions  and  storm  drainage  maintenance 
are  to  be  continued  in  the  upcoming  year.  The  Mill  Street 
bridge  replacement  and  the  new  soccer  field  are  just  two 
prime  examples. 

The  Department  looks  forward  to  continued  cooperation 
with  other  Town  Departments  and  Boards  since  it  is  vital 
to  the  Town's  success  and  efficiency. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Town  Meeting 
for  giving  us  the  support  to  better  equip  the  Department 
and  institute  better  programs  for  the  Town.  The  Depart- 
ment would  also  like  to  thank  its  employees  for  their  loyal 
and  dedicated  service  to  the  Department  throughout  the 
year.

July  1,  1987 

Your  Conservation  Commission  has  just  experienced 
another  busy  year.  The  construction  and  development 
pressure  on  our  town  has  continued  strong.  The  latest  trend 
is  to  push  roads  through  our  woods,  lay  out  house  lots  and 
then  sit  back  and  hope  they  sell.  With  well  over  one  hun- 
dred lots  of  this  type  now  for  sale  in  Middleton,  it  is  not 
hard  to  realize  the  large  amount  of  wood  lands  destroyed 
and  replaced  by  hot-top. 

It  is  hoped  by  the  Commission  that  economic  conditions 
will  slow  or  stop  this  type  of  development  before  Middleton 
looks  like  a  strip  mine. 

The  State  declared  concrete  in  any  form  as  illegal  fill,  so 
with  all  the  road  construction  started  in  Boston  we  must 
be  very  alert  to  trucks  bringing  construction  junk  into

Middleton.  With  half  the  homes  here  on  their  own  wells, 
it  is  imperative  we  do  not  fill  or  alter  our  remaining 
wetlands.  These  wetlands  hold,  then  release  water  to 
underground  aquifers  that  recharge  our  wells.  The  protec- 
tion of  these  wetlands  is  the  Commission's  number  one 
priority  for  the  coming  year  and  should  be  an  important 
priority  as  well  for  all  residents.

We  have 
a  nice  facility  to  keep  them,  but  it  does  not  help.  Many  of 
you  have  never  seen  what  the  poor  animals  go  through  hav- 
ing to  be  kept  in  a  cage  for  ten  days.  Although  they  are 
kept  clean,  fed,  and  warm,  it  does  not  help.  Many  of  them 
will  not  eat  waiting  for  that  familiar  face  to  come  and  take 
them  home.  Some  of  them  cry  and  bark  night  and  day 
because  of  being  in  a  strange  place. 

Others  turn  mean  from  being  put  in  this  situation.  Please 
don't  get  the  wrong  idea.  I  am  not  trying  to  dramatize  my 
job.  I  don't  have  to.  Just  ask  anyone  who  knows  what  it 
entails  and  they  will  tell  you  99%  of  the  people  would  not 
like  what  I  have  to  do  for  any  amount  of  money. 

What  I  am  trying  to  say  is  "please"  if  you  don't  want  the 
animal,  there  is  no  shame  in  picking  up  the  phone  and  tell- 
ing me.  At  least  give  me  the  chance  to  find  a  new  home 
or  end  its  suffering.  It  is  important  to  note  that  the  number 
of  dog  bites  has  taken  a  jump  over  the  year.  If  you  have 
a  dog  that  is  territorial,  over-protective  of  family  members, 
or  just  plain  old  and  grouchy,  please  take  the  proper  precau- 
tions. Thank  you  for  being  a  better  animal  owner  and  mak- 
ing Middleton  a  nicer  place  for  both  our  people  and  pets. 


As  your  Animal  Control  Officer,  I  have  enrolled  in  courses 
at  the  Massachusetts  Criminal  Justice  Training  Center  in 
Needham,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  a  Massachusetts  School. 
The  course  will  start  in  March  of  1988  and  graduation  will 
be  in  January  of  1989.  This  is  a  certification  course  for  those 
of  us  in  this  profession  to  further  our  education.  By  atten- 
ding school,  I  hope  to  be  more  help  to  both  the  town  and 
its  people  and  pets.

Regularly  scheduled  hearings  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  are 
held  at  the  D.P.W.  Building  at  195  North  Main  Street  at 
8  p.m.  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month. 

Applications  for  a  Public  Hearing  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Town  Clerk  and  must  include  the  following  to  avoid  delays 
in  processing: 

1 .  A  fee  (check)  of  $50.00  made  payable  to  the  Town 
of  Middleton  to  cover  cost  of  Public  Hearing  notices. 

2 .  Two  copies  of  plans  and  specifications  must  be 
submitted. 

3  .  List  of  abutters  (Parties  of  Interest)  as  certified  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ap- 
plicant to  prepare  a  list  of  all  abutters,  owners  of  land 
within  300  ft.  of  subject  property  line  and  submit  it 
to  the  Board  of  Assessors  Office  for  certification  of 
"Parties  of  Interest." 


4 .  The  subject  matter  of  the  application,  i.e. ,  review  the 
refusal  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit. 
Special  Permit  or  Variance. 

5  .  The  location  of  the  area  or  premises  including  street 
address,  if  any,  and  Assessors  Map#  and  Lot#. 

6 .  The  name  of  the  Applicant  printed  or  typed  and  sign- 
ed including  telephone  number. 

The  Board  will  schedule  a  Public  Hearing  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  but  not  later  than  65  days  after  a  filing  of 
the  application  pending  upon  the  availability  of  the  required 
information  and  response  from  other  interested  Boards  and 
Agencies.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH  REPORT

The  Board  of  Health  holds  its  regular  meetings  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  month  at  the  DPW  building  at  195  North 
Main  Street  in  the  second  floor  meeting  hall. 

The  Board  of  Health  office  is  now  open  Monday  thru  Fri- 
day 8:00  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  and  Tuesday  evenings  from 
7:00p.m.  to9:00p.m.  The  new  telephone  number  for  the 
Board  of  Health  is  777-1869. 

The  past  year  was  a  transitional  year  for  the  work  of  the 
Board  of  Health.  Demand  for  testing  of  land  went  down 
from  the  peak  in  1986/1987  and  work  on  remodeling  ex- 
isting homes  with  replacement  wells  or  septic  systems  in- 
creased. Today  any  major  improvements  on  a  home  require 
checking  to  see  that  the  added  load,  if  any,  can  be  handled 
by  the  existing  cesspool  or  septic  system.  A  few  existing 
drilled  wells  scattered  around  town  have  expressed  a  lower- 
ing of  water  so  that  they  have  required  drilling  the  wells 
deeper. 

The  spring  of  1987  was  so  busy  that  we  are  still  doing  some 
of  the  work  on  lots  tested  through  the  fall  season  (perks, 
not  deep  tests  for  ground  water). 

In  September  of  1988  the  Greater  Lawrence  Sewerage 
District  stopped  pumper  trucks  with  waste.  Local  pumpers 
were  forced  to  haul  the  waste  out  to  Worcester  until  it 
reopened.  In  early  June  it  was  shut  down  again  so  that 
haulers  could  only  bring  in  half  of  their  regular  volume. 

During  the  year  the  Town  Landfill  was  cited  a  few  times 
for  minor  violations.  The  new  regulations  went  into  effect 
in  October.  These  regulations  banned  all  commercial 
vehicles  with  commercial  waste  from  using  the  landfill. 

At  Town  meeting  it  was  passed  to  have  a  full  time  Health 
Agent  for  the  Town  starting  in  July,  1988.  This  position 
also  calls  for  doing  some  work  for  the  Conservation 
Commission.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  slow-dow  n  of  development  in  Middleton,  which  was 
discussed  in  last  year's  report,  has  continued  into  this  year 
as  the  market  has  been  slow  to  absorb  previously  approv- 
ed subdivisions.  During  FY88,  only  four  new  subdivision 
applications  totaling  67  lots  were  received.  Considering  the 
current  economy  and  the  large  inventory  of  unsold  lots, 
it  is  unlikely  that  this  trend  will  be  reversed  soon. 

Although  there  is  currently  a  respite  in  development  ac- 
tivity, it  must  be  recognized  that  Middleton  has  substantial 
areas  of  undeveloped  real  estate  which  can  be  expected  to 
be  converted  to  subdivisions  when  the  pressure  for  new 
house  lots  resumes.  Most  communities  closer  to  Boston 
have  matured  and  large  parcels  of  land  are  no  longer 
available.  It  is  imperative  that  the  town  be  ready  with  plans 
when  the  next  cycle  occurs.  There  is  a  continuing  need  for 
all  boards,  officials,  and  citizens  to  review  the  town's 
facilities,  procedures  and  organization.  Among  the  func- 
tions most  susceptible  to  the  impacts  of  growth  are  the 
schools  and  roadways.  Both  of  these  are  at  or  near  effec- 
tive capacity  now.  Now  is  the  time  for  planning  of  the  solu- 
tions for  the  future. 

The  Zoning  By-law  has  been  amended  several  times  in  re- 
cent years  to  provide  an  effective  mechanism  to  control  and 
regulate  growth.  While  there  is  room  for  additional  fine 
tuning,  the  provisions  are  considered  adequate  to  prevent 
inappropriate  development.  There  is  one  area  for  concern, 
however.  The  cluster  zoning  provision,  adopted  in  1987, 
contains  several  measures  which  are  not  consistent  with  the 
long-range  needs  of  a  rural  community.  An  article,  spon- 
sored by  the  Planning  board,  to  repeal  this  controversial 
condition  narrowly  failed  to  pass  at  the  1988  Town  Meeting. 
We  will  again  sponsor  an  effort  to  correct  the  problem  in 
1989. 


During  the  year,  the  Board  held  39  meetings  including  six 
public  hearings.  Also,  31  divisions  of  land  were  approved 
which  did  not  constitute  subdivisions  as  defined  by  the  Sub- 
division Control  Law.  In  addition,  the  Board  also  made 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  on  all  matters 
brought  before  them.  This  year  there  were  nine  requests 
for  variances,  12  special  permit  applications,  and  11  site 
plan  approvals. 

The  Board  was  also  instrumental  in  developing  a  new  sign 
by-law  which  was  adopted  by  the  1988  Town  Meeting. 

We  have  embarked  on  a  review  and  update  of  the  town 
Master  Plan.  This  study,  which  will  probably  take  18 
months  to  complete,  is  necessary  to  reflect  recent  changes 
within  the  Town  and  also  to  establish  long-range  goals 
which  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  be  achievable. 

During  the  year  our  Town  Planner,  David  Kellogg,  resign- 
ed to  accept  a  similar  position  in  the  town  of  Yarmouth. 
He  was  helpful  in  identifying  the  needs  of  the  community 
and  in  establishing  procedures  for  processing  applications. 
The  Planning  Board  acknowledges,  with  thanks,  the  in- 
valuable assistance  and  many  contributions  of  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Works  Don  DeHart.  As  always.  Building 
Inspector  Bill  Cashman  was  a  very  valuable  advisor.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES 


After  years  of  struggle,  the  Veterans'  Administration  has 
been  elevated  to  cabinet  level  and  with  good  reason. 

The  V.A.  is  the  largest  independent  federal  agency,  serv- 
ing one-ihird  of  the  American  population  —  thirty  million 
veterans  and  fifty  million  of  their  dependents  or  survivors. 
Of  its  $30  billion  annual  budget,  the  V.A.  spends  $14  billion 
to  supplement  veterans'  income  through  pensions  and  cash 
assistance. 

It  also  operates  a  vast  network  of  hospitals,  clinics  and 
cemeteries.  Each  year,  a  million  veterans  occupy  the  90,000 
beds  in  534  V.A.  hospitals;  20  million  use  V.A.  clinics; 
and  30,000  are  buried  by  the  V.A.  Criticism  that  veterans 
already  enjoy  wide  support  misses  the  point  that  their  con- 
cerns are  dramatically  changing.  The  great  body  of  veterans 
-  the  millions  who  served  in  World  War  II  -  are  growing 
old.  The  number  of  veterans  over  65  was  3  million  in  1980; 
it  will  be  9  million  by  the  year  2000.  Within  a  decade,  two 
of  every  three  American  males  over  65  will  be  veterans. 
"Aging  Veterans  in  an  Aging  Society:  Public  Policy  at  a 
Crossroads,"  warned  that  "The  Veterans'  health-care 
system... is  already  faced  with  the  pressures  of  a  rapidly 
increasing  elderly  population,  some  twenty  to  thirty  years 
before  the  nation  as  a  whole." 


Though  a  means  test  limits  the  eligibility  of  veterans  with 
non-service-connected  medical  problems  for  free  care,  the 
costs  of  long-term  illness  will  quickly  deplete  their 
resources.  They  will  soon  be  improverished  and  again  be 
eligible  for  V.A.  care. 

Awareness  of  the  growing  ranks  of  aged  veterans  has  been 
increasing,  but  little  has  been  done  about  it.  Recommen- 
dations that  the  V.A.  turn  to  private  long-term  care  facilities 
are  pointless;  those  facilities  are  overburdened  with 
non-veterans. 

Rather  than  offering  veterans  more  disability  money  as  a 
sop  to  keep  them  at  bay,  granting  them  a  department  with 
cabinet  status  may  gain  serious  attention  for  their  deepen- 
ing problems.  Before  they  die,  old  soldiers  are  going  to 
need  long-term  care  that  is  not  there. 

Please  note  that  the  rules  and  guidelines  for  assistance 
change  from  year  to  year.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING  REPORT 


As  Director  of  Senior  Services  and  Council  on  Aging  Chair- 
man, I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  from  July  1,  1987 
to  June  30,  1988. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Middleton 
Seniors,  including  a  full  calendar  of  activities  as  well  as 
planning  for  our  new  Senior  Center  at  the  Old  Town  Hall. 

Our  Congregate  Meal  Program  continues  to  operate  at  full 
capacity  and  we  look  forward  to  accommodating  more 
Seniors  in  our  new  home. 

As  of  this  writing,  reservations  are  necessary  to  enjoy  lunch 
at  the  Meal  Site.  Many  thanks  to  one  of  our  volunteers, 
Nunzio  Cotte,  who  keeps  the  reservations  in  order.  We 
seem  to  be  able  to  fit  everyone  in.  Over  1500  meals  were 
served  this  past  year. 

Home  delivered  meals  provide  an  important  service  to  the 
home  bound  elders.  This  program  continues  to  grow.  Over 
7500  meals  were  delivered  in  Middleton  this  past  year. 

The  Council  on  Aging  van  purchased  one  year  ago,  operates 
5  days  a  week  under  the  "T.L.C."  of  Mary  McKenney, 
Transportation  Driver.  She  delivers  the  Home  delivered 
meals  and  transports  Seniors  to  and  from  the  Senior  Center 
3  days  a  week  for  those  who  are  unable  to  get  there  on  their 
own.  She  also  provides  transportation  for  those  who  wish 
to  attend  the  weekly  knitting  classes,  exercise  classes  and 
the  hot  lunch  program.  Weekly  trips  are  also  made  to  the 
bank  and  post  office,  Essex  Aggie  for  hairdressing  appoint- 
ments and  a  shopping  trip  for  Seniors  who  are  unable  to 
do  their  own  grocery  shopping. 

Over  10,000  individual  units  of  service  were  provided  this 
past  year. 

A  blood  pressure  clinic  was  held  the  last  Friday  of  every 
month  at  the  Senior  Center  under  the  direction  of  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Association. 

Rides  to  medical  appointments  for  Middleton  Seniors  were 
on  the  increase.  Seniors  in  Middleton  are  most  fortunate 
to  have  this  service,  which  is  provided  by  the  town.  Two 
faithful  drivers  who  travel  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  made 
many  trips  to  the  Salem  Hospital,  Beverly  Hospital,  Hunt 
Hospital,  Out  Patient  Clinics,  as  well  as  trips  to  the  family 
physician  and  dentist. 

Much  credit  goes  to  Hazel  Proctor  for  coordinating  all  the 
medical  calls  and  who  also  does  the  driving  along  with  Pat 
Gettings,  a  new  driver  the  Council  on  Aging  acquired  this 
year.  Much  praise  should  be  given  to  these  drivers.  A  $2.00 


donation  is  made  by  persons  using  this  service. 

A  Podiatry  clinic  was  held  again  this  year  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  the  month  at  the  Senior  Center.  Dr.  Frederic 
Jewett,  Podiatrist,  offered  these  services  to  Middleton 
seniors,  which  went  extremely  well  under  the  coordination 
of  Helen  Sylvanowicz,  CO. A.  board  member. 

Again  during  the  past  year,  beano  was  held  every  Monday 
afternoon.  Nellie  Muzichuk  and  May  Kauffman  provided 
an  afternoon  of  fun  with  refreshments  served  after  the 
beano.  Those  who  drop  in  at  the  Senior  Center  are  offered 
tea  and  coffee  at  no  charge. 

In  November  the  annual  Thanksgiving  dinner  served  more 
than  50  Middleton  Seniors.  Winnie  Fitzpatrick,  Meal  Site 
Director  and  her  devoted  staff  of  volunteers  -  namely  Lois 
Peabody,  Olga  and  Nunzio  Cotte,  Al  and  Helen  Young, 
Grace  Johnson  and  Al  Pelletier  served  a  delicious  meal. 

The  Center  was  attractively  decorated  in  fall  colors  and 
Thanksgiving  decorations.  Each  table  was  decorated  ap- 
propriately with  colorful  tablecloths  and  napkins.  A  bou- 
quet of  mums  was  placed  in  the  center  of  each  table.  These 
were  donated  by  Jeanne  Sullivan  of  the  Platinum  Posies 
Flower  Shop.  Colorful  favors,  made  and  donated  by  Mid- 
dleton's  4-H  Club,  were  placed  at  each  table. 

Similar  Thanksgiving  dinners  were  delivered  to  those  who 
were  unable  to  attend  the  meal  site. 

Ira  Singer,  Town  Administrator,  and  Rick  Kassiotis,  Chair- 
man, Middleton's  Board  of  Selectmen  were  guests  at  the 
dinner.  They  spoke  briefly  to  the  group  and  extended  holi- 
day greetings  to  all. 

In  November  of  1987,  Middleton  Council  on  Aging  was 
awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $1386.00  for  fiscal  year

Middleton 
Seniors  certainly  appreciated  all  their  efforts. 

Rick  Kassiotis,  Chairman,  Middleton  Board  of  Selectmen, 
rendered  several  solos  for  the  group  as  well  as  extending 
the  greetings  of  the  Town. 

The  January  Thaw  is  sponsored  by  the  Middleton  Council 
on  Aging  and  paid  for  in  part  by  the  town,  with  Middleton 
Seniors  paying  the  other  half. 

This  is  an  annual  event  that  all  Seniors  look  forward  to  and 
it  seems  to  be  a  memorable  day  for  all  who  attend. 

Mary  McKenney  provided  transportation  for  those  who 
needed  it. 

Once  again  in  February,  American  Legion  Post  #227  of 
Middleton  treated  125  Middleton  Seniors  to  a  catered,  full 
course  chicken  dinner  at  the  Legion  Post.  Following  a 
delicious  dinner  the  guests  enjoyed  an  afternoon  of  talking 
to  friends  of  many  years.  Delightful  prizes  and  food  baskets 
were  awarded  to  the  holders  of  lucky  tickets. 

Many  thanks  to  Post  #227  for  a  great  Sunday! 

On  Valentines  Day,  February  14,  1988,  a  "Mystery  Ride" 
was  held.  55  Middleton  Seniors  boarded  the  buses  and  were 
taken  on  a  drive  along  Route  95  and  Route  1 ,  finally  arriv- 
ing at  "Don  and  Nickies  House"  in  Rowley,  where  a 
delicious  hot  dinner  was  waiting  for  them.

If  the  mail  has  been  left  unattended  in  the  box,  or  if  any 
other  sign  suggests  the  resident  needs  help,  the  carrier  will 
contact  the  supervisor  at  the  Post  Office,  who  in  turn  will 
contact  a  designated  person  -  such  as  a  close  relative  or 


the  Council  on  Aging,  who  will  check  to  see  if  the  resident 
is  well. 

This  program  has  worked  well  as  of  this  date  and  it  is  hoped 
that  others  will  join. 

In  April  of  1988,  the  Middleton  Council  on  Aging  receiv- 
ed an  award  of  $3500.00  under  the  State  Council  on  Ag- 
ing Discretionary  Grant  Program  for  the  fiscal  year  1988. 
This  money  will  be  used  for  imnrovements  at  the  new 
Senior  Center. 

May  was  an  extremely  busy  month  for  Middleton  Seniors. 
On  a  one  day  trip  to  Yarmouth  47  Seniors  enjoyed  a 
"Hawaii  on  Cape  Cod"  day. 

On  arrival  at  Johnnie  "E's",  each  person  was  presented 
with  a  lei  by  a  Hula  maiden.  Planter's  punch,  plain  fruit 
or  with  "rum"  if  one  so  desired,  was  served. 

The  luncheon  was  followed  by  a  most  enjoyable  Hawaiian 
and  Polynesian  floor  show.  The  native  songs,  music,  hulas, 
and  featured  "Fire  and  Sword  Dance"  of  Samoa  provided 
the  group  with  top  notch  entertainment.  A  few  of  Mid- 
dleton's  seniors  were  invited  to  take  part  in  the  show  and, 
those  who  did,  did  an  excellent  job!

Congratulations  to  Mrs.  Ness. 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  Middleton  voters  ap- 
proved the  taking  of  the  old  Town  Hall  on  Maple  Street 
for  a  new  Senior  Center. 

At  this  writing,  alterations  are  being  done  and  much  pro- 
gress is  being  made.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  work  to  be 
done  before  the  job  is  completed. 
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If  all  goes  well,  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  Home  for  the 
Seniors  will  be  ready  by  February. 

In  June  of  1988,  150  Middleton  Seniors  were  treated  to 
a  delicious  luncheon  and  an  afternoon  of  enjoyment  at  the 
Sheraton-Tara  Hotel  as  guests  of  Mr.  Thomas  Flatley  of 
the  Flatley  Company. 

Music  was  provided  during  the  afternoon  for  group  sing- 
ing by  John  Nunes,  with  all  the  guests  joining  in. 

Ira  Singer,  Town  Administrator,  and  Ollie  Kopacki,  Direc- 
tor of  Senior  Services,  spoke  to  the  group  briefly  and  thank- 
ed Mr.  Flatley  for  a  wonderful  treat. 

In  August,  Middleton  Seniors  enjoyed  a  delightful  one  day 
trip  to  Shirley,  Ma.  A  hearty  luncheon  was  enjoyed  at  the 
Bull  Run  Tavern. 

Following  dinner,  the  group  traveled  to  a  local  winery 
where  they  were  taken  on  a  tour  to  see  how  the  wine  was 
made  and  bottled.  At  the  end  of  the  tour  each  person  was 
able  to  sample  the  wines  they  were  interested  in,  and  also 
were  able  to  purchase  the  wine  of  their  choice. 

This  was  another  happy  day  for  Middleton  Seniors. 

During  the  past  year,  Middleton 's  Council  on  Aging  Board 
members  handled  the  distributing  of  the  commodity  foods 


for  the  elderly.  Approximately  four  times  a  year,  miUc, 
cheese,  flour,  rice  and  butter  is  sent  to  Middleton  for 
distribution  to  the  town's  elderly  and  low  income  residents.

FISCAL  YEAR  1988 


The  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Middleton  School 
Committee  submit  this  Annual  Report  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Middleton. 

During  the  first  part  of  this  Fiscal  Year  construction  and 
remodeling  of  lavatory  facilities  were  started  by  the  con- 
struction firm  of  Gaffny  Corporation  under  the  ad- 
ministrative oversight  of  the  architectural  firm.  Hammer, 
Kiefer  and  Todd.  Although  difficult  to  schedule  the  work 
with  the  school  program  operating  at  the  same  time,  the 
much  needed  work  was  completed.  In  addition  to  the  new 
lavatories  which  also  included  facilities  on  each  floor  to 
provide  access  for  handicapped  persons,  some  small  amount 
of  additional  storage,  office  and  instructional  space  was  a 
side  benefit  to  the  project.  This  portion  of  rehabilitation. 
Phase  I,  cost  $175,000.  In  the  Spring  of  the  year,  at  the 
Annual  Town  meeting,  $195,000  was  approved  to  work 
on  Phase  H,  replacement  of  all  windows  and  exterior  doors. 

Responding  to  the  concerns  of  parents  who  attended  Com- 
mittee meetings,  the  School  Committee  divided  the 
Kindergarten  classes  into  an  additonal  section  and  added 
instructional  aides  at  Grade  Two  in  recognition  of  the  ex- 
panding student  population.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  school 
year  it  became  apparent  to  the  Committee  that  a  Special 
Education  program  emphasizing  development  of  Language 
processing  needs  would  be  needed.  Plans  were  developed 
to  respond  to  this  need.  The  desirability  of  having  a  Special 
Needs  Administrator  in  a  full-time  capacity  was  discussed 
by  the  Committee  and  the  final  decision  was  made  to 
designate  one  of  the  present  staff  members,  Deanne  Shin- 
inger  to  fulfill  this  role. 

Of  continuing  note  are  activities  related  to  the  passage  of 
the  Education  Reform  Act  commonly  known  as  Chapter 
188.  The  School  Improvement  Council,  which  received  $15 
per  student  for  each  of  the  past  two  years,  is  another  part 
of  the  Education  Reform  Act.  This  section  has  been  a  suc- 
cessful innovation  and  hopefully  will  be  increased  in  suc- 
cessive years.  During  the  first  year,  the  School  Improve- 
ment Council  expended  a  large  amount  of  the  grant  in  recor- 
ding equipment  for  the  individual  grades.  In  the  past  year 
the  major  single  portion  was  designated  for  use  with  the 
playground  equipment.  A  major  community  effort  took 
place  in  the  Spring  of  1988  to  construct  a  new  playground 
facility  at  the  Howe-Manning  School.  Teachers  and  parents 
are  represented  on  the  committee  and  all  of  us  appreciate 
the  generosity  of  time  and  effort  of  these  committee 
members.  Of  particular  note  is  the  contribution  of  Barbara 


Mortalo  who  worked  tirelessly  in  the  raising  of  funds  and 
the  coordination  of  volunteers  to  get  the  project  off  the 
ground. 

We  again  used  the  funds  provided  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  188  in  the  Horace  Mann  teacher  program.  Funds 
have  been  made  available  to  each  school  district  to  create 
or  fund  programs  that  have  been  desirable  but  difficult  to 
finance.  Middleton's  funds  have  been  used  to  compensate 
at  a  minimal  level  three  such  programs.  Continuing  in 
specific  roles  are  Stephen  Belgiomo  as  Audio-Visual  Coor- 
dinator, Mary  Anne  Amero  as  Library  Coordinator,  and 
Paul  Kellogg  as  First  Aid  Instructor. 

Negotiations  with  the  Middleton  Educators  Association  was 
a  major  part  of  Committee  actions  during  the  course  of  the 
year.  Kathryn  Martinuk  and  Paul  Caron  represented  the 
School  Committee,  assisted  and  guided  by  James  Sullivan, 
employed  by  the  Committee  as  negotiator.  An  extremely 
satisfactory  three-year  contract  was  completed  in  the  Spring 
of  the  year.  Middleton  has  developed  a  history  of  being 
able  to  contract  on  a  three  year  basis  with  its  professional 
staff;  a  practice  which  has  continued  with  the  most  recent 
agreement.  Providing  a  reasonable  salary  base  with  atten- 
dant benefits  consistent  with  the  ability  of  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleton to  fund  the  contract  is  never  easy.  It  is  complimen- 
tary to  both  our  members,  Kathryn  Martinuk  and  Paul 
Caron  in  cooperation  with  the  negotiator,  that  a  three  year 
agreement  was  reached  without  acrimony  and  to  the  mutual 
satisfaction  of  both  parties. 

This  Annual  Report  would  not  be  complete  if  some  men- 
tion were  not  made  of  the  student  population.  Although  the 
addition  of  staff  is  indicative  of  pupil  growth,  other  fac- 
tors must  be  understood  such  as  the  development  of  pro- 
grams and  the  improvement  of  the  teacher:pupil  ratio.  The 
School  Committee  has  taken  a  firm  position  to  keep  the 
primary  grades  as  desirable  as  possible  as  far  as  the 
pupil: teacher  ratio  is  concerned.  This  is  in  part  responsi- 
ble for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sections  within  a  grade. 
Existing  census  data  suggest  a  steady  but  slight  increase 
in  the  school  population.  This  will  be  monitored  very  close- 
ly since  there  are  developments  of  both  condominia  and 
low  cost  housing  which  might  impact  significantly  upon  the 
school  student  population. 

As  of  the  end  of  Fiscal  Year  1988,  we  look  forward  to  the 
development  of  additional  space  for  student  housing  in  the 
near  future.  The  Department  of  Social  Services  will 
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complete  the  current  five  year  leasing  period  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1990.  While  space  is  becoming  a  critical  factor  in 
the  maintenance  of  reasonable  and  desirable  class  sizes,  the 
educational  opportunities  for  children  would  be  in  serious 
jeopardy  if  the  Fuller  Meadow  School  facilities  were  not 
available  to  the  town.  In  retrospect,  the  revenue  gained  and 
the  continued  maintenance  of  the  building  during  its  cur- 
rent occupancy  have  proven  to  be  a  positive  benefit.  Van- 
dalism and  benign  neglect  have  been  averted  and  the 
building's  condition  has  been  maintained. 

Underscoring  the  pressing  need,  the  School  Committee 
formed  a  subcommittee  composed  of  Georgia  Lewis  and 
Paul  Caron  to  do  an  intensive  study  of  the  problem.  This 
committee,  constituted  as  the  Fuller  Meadow  Re-opening 
Research  Subcommittee  reviewed  population  projections, 
program  needs  and  space  availability.  As  directed  by  the 
Committee,  the  final  report  was  made  in  late  June.  Stress- 
ing the  need  for  further  action,  the  groundwork  was  laid 
for  the  formation  of  the  Fuller  Meadow  School  Transition 
Committee,  a  multi-representative  committee  to  explore  the 
fiscal  and  logistical  problems  attendant  to  the  re-opening 
of  the  Fuller  Meadow  School  Building. 

Committee  member  Henry  F.  Mooney,  School  Commit- 
tee member  for  twelve  years  resigned  in  December. 
Kathryn  Martinuk  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Chairman. 
The  vacancy  created  by  his  leaving  was  filled  by  Paul 
Caron.  Paul  Caron  and  Kathryn  Martinuk  were  re-elected 
in  May.  Richard  Martel  resigned  from  the  Committee  in 
the  Spring  and  Robert  Aldenberg  was  elected  by  the  joint 
meeting  of  Selectmen  and  School  Committee  members  to 
fill  his  vacancy.  At  the  annual  reorganization  meeting 
Georgia  Lewis  was  elected  Chairman;  Gail  Sabino,  Vice 
Chairman;  and  Kathryn  Martinuk,  Secretary.  The  Chair- 
man, Georgia  Lewis  appointed  Paul  Caron  as  Legislative 
Liaison  and  Kathryn  Martinuk  as  representative  to  the 
Masconomet  Special  Education  Collaborative.  As  per  past 
practice  of  the  Committee,  the  Chair  assumed  the  task  of 
Press  Liaison.

The  Flint  Public  Library  continues  to  be  the  "Friendliest 
Place  in  Town"!  A  new  attendance  record  was  set  this  year 
-  over  3,000  people  came  into  the  Flint  in  one  month  alone. 
All  this,  despite  the  major  interior  renovations  completed 
at  the  library.  The  ceilings  have  been  refinished  upstairs 
at  the  library  and  all  walls  were  then  painted.  The  patience 
of  our  patrons  throughout  these  renovations  was 
appreciated. 

The  Flint  has  an  excellent  collection  of  over  25,000 
volumes,  over  135  periodicals,  records,  large  print  books, 
framed  art  prints,  college  catalogs,  and  tax  forms.  You  may 
also  borrow  audio-visual  equipment,  Polaroid  cameras,  get- 
ting better  boxes,  museum  passes  to  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  sponsored  by  the  Trustees  and  books  from  the  Nor- 
thwest Bookmobile,  area  libraries  and  the  Boston  Public 
Library,  through  the  Inter  Library  Loan  Program  of  Eastern 
Massachusetts.  A  copier  is  available  for  public  use. 

1988  saw  the  dawn  of  the  computer  age  at  the  library.  A

Once  again  the  Town  has  consumed  more  kilowatt  hours 
than  past  years  and  increased  the  kilowatt  demand  (see  table 
#1).  The  department  has  contracted  for  enough  power  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  town,  but  during  the  summer  heat 
wave  the  New  England  Power  Pool  has  required  us  to 
reduce  the  voltage  by  5  %  on  several  days  in  order  to  be 
able  to  serve  the  entire  Northeast  region's  demand.  There 
were  35  new  services  connected  during  1987. 

In  conclusion  we  would  like  to  thank  all  the  town  officials 
for  their  continued  co-operation  during  the  year.  And 
especially  a  sincere  thank  you  for  your  loyalty,  coopera- 
tion and  commitment  to  the  employees  of  the  department. 
Additionally,  the  Board  and  the  employees  wish  to  thank 
Mr.  James  Currier  for  his  years  of  service  on  the  Board 
of  Commissioners.

The  Authority  is  located  at 
Orchard  Circle. 

On  behalf  of  the  Commissioners,  I  hereby  submit  a  sum- 
mary of  the  pertinent  events  and  the  Financial  Reports  for 
the  period  ending  June  30,  1988. 

EVENTS  SUMMARY 


Water  Pressure  Reducing  Valves  were  installed  as  part  of 
the  Authority's  Energy  Program. 

The  Authority  was  awarded  its  third  modernization  Grant. 
This  additional  $1 12,750.00  will  be  used  for  new  roofs  and 
a  generator  for  the  Community  Hall. 

A  Comprehensive  Permit  was  secured  for  the  Town's  first 
affordable  family  housing  grant.  This  permit  enables  the 
Authority  to  utilize  its  $1,116,000.00  Grant,  by  building 
twelve  units  of  Chapter  705  Housing  at  85  Locust  Street. 


Mr.  Nathan  Hayward  was  honored  for  being  the  first  Board 
Member  to  successfully  complete  the  Commissioners  Train- 
ing Program. 

The  Orchard  Circle  Tenants  Organization  gratefully  ac- 
cepted a  citizen  donation  of  an  electric  organ  for  the  Com- 
munity Hall. 


A  motion  to  allow  pets  at  Orchard  Circle  was  unanimous- 
ly defeated  by  the  Orchard  Circle  Tenants  Organization. 

The  Commissioners  adopted  a  revised  Net  Income  Limit 
by  Household  Schedule.

DEFICIT  SUBSIDIES 


On  April  26,  1985  EOCD  revised  the  method  of  calcula- 
tion budget  deficits  for  fiscal  year-end  beginning  June  30, 
1985. 

The  revised  formula  for  calculating  the  Authority's  reim- 
bursable deficit  does  not  penalize  the  Authority  for  approv- 
ed budget  line-item  overruns  with  two  exceptions:  ad- 
ministrative salaries  and  travel  expenses. 

The  new  calculation  is  based  on  a  "bottom  line"  approach 
to  spending  approval  and  should  ensure  that  the  housing 
authorities  are  reimbursed  to  the  maximum  extent  possible.

The  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  would  like  to 
thank  Middleton  for  its  support.  During  fiscal  year  1988, 
which  runs  from  July  1,  1987  through  June  30,  1988,  the 
community  contributed  .  1854*  per  capita,  or  $814  to  MAPC 
for  regional  planning  service. 

With  the  support  of  Middleton  and  100  other  communities 
in  the  metropolitan  Boston  area,  MAPC  provided  plann- 
ing services,  information  and  advice  for  subregional  and 
region-wide  initiatives  in  the  areas  of  land  use,  economic 
development,  housing,  transportation  and  environmental 
quality. 

Projects  completed  during  calendar  year  1988  and  of  direct 
benefit  to  Middleton  include: 

•  Municipal  officials  from  the  North  Shore  Transporta- 
tion Task  Force  cities  and  towns  agreed  upon  10 
transportation  priorities  during  1988.  They  were 
developed  from  160  problem  areas  identified  by  Task 
Force  officials  and  MAPC  staff. 

•  MAPC  staff  began  producing  a  MacConnell  Map  for 
this  community.  Funded  by  the  state  Department  of 
Public  Works,  MAPC,  together  with  the  state  Hazar- 
dous Waste  Facility  Site  Safety  Council  (HWFSSC), 
created  land  use  maps  from  aerial  photographs.  Land 
use  information  was  also  translated  into  statistics.  Both 


map  and  statistics  will  be  delivered  to  the  community 
in  1989. 

Regionally,  MAPC  continued  to  work  on  MetroPlan  2000, 
the  agency's  comprehensive  regional  plan,  developing  new 
population,  employment  and  retail  trade  forecasts;  an  in- 
ventory of  more  than  600  vacant  commercial  and  industrial 
sites;  and  several  resource  papers  on  affordable  housing 
issues,  regional  transportation  improvements  and  land  use 
projects. 

MAPC  also  worked  for  additional  funds  for  local  pavement 
management  programs  and  coordinated  the  local  TIP 
review,  which  provides  federal  funds  for  local  highway 
projects. 

Finally,  MAPC  completed  prototype  projects  which  are  ap- 
plicable to  all  communities.  For  example,  in  Cambridge 
the  agency  developed  a  transportation  management  zoning 
report  which  provides  land  use  recommendations  design- 
ed to  reduce  site-specific  traffic. 

MAPC  appreciates  the  continued  support  of  Middleton,  and 
looks  forward  to  further  service  in  the  years  ahead.
